Meeting Face to Face in the Car, the 


Revolver’s Crack Tells the 
Sad Story. 


Mrs. Thompson, an Unhappy Victim 
of Drink, the Real Causé of 


the Tragedy. 


A Pitiful Tale of Domestic Sorrow—Thompson 
Held to Bail—An Old Vendetta. 


———— 


Lexineron, Ky., April 27.—[Special.— 
Probably no killing affair in the State has 
ever caused so much commotion and excite- 
ment as the one this morning at Harrods- 
burg, the Hon. Phil Thompson, a prominent 
member of Congress froin this State, shoot- 
ing and instantly killing Walter Davis, a 
prominent and wealthy merchant of Llar- 
rodsburg. ‘The facts in the case are these: 
Davis for years has been Intimate with the 
Thompsons—in fact they are distant rela- 
tives—and, while at the Thompson residence, 
met a Miss Lavinia Herring, of Georgetown, 
whom he subsequently married. The fami- 
lies for the last eight years have kept up a 
pleasant and cordial intercourse. During this 
time Mrs. Thompson, wife of Phil Thomp- 
son, fell seriously ill, and ale and other sti m- 
ulants were recommended by physicians. 
From this she contracted an ardent love of 
intoxicating liquors, and, notwithstanding 
her husbdand’s efforts, continued to drink. 

THE FIRST STEP. 

Last November, when Mr. Thompson was 
on his way to Congress, she accompanied 
him as far as Cincinnati, where he left her 
with friends, and went on to Washington, ex- 
pecting her to return home that same even- 
ing. She met Walter Davis there, who per- 
suaded her to stay overnight, 
and while together made her drunk, 
took her to his room in the St. Clair 
hotel, and then turned her out into the hotel 
with her clothing disheveled and still under 
the influence of liquor. The watchman and 
proprietor, not knowing her, were about to 
put her out in the street, but the wife of the 
proprietor, Mrs. Roth, recugnized the un- 
fortunate. woman, and took her to her 
fiiend’s room, a Mts. Buckner, from Georgia. 

The next morning she left for home, and 
Mrs. Buekner wrote Mr. Thompson about 
his wife getting intoxicated, suppressing the 
rest, and then wrote to Mrs. Thompson tell- 
ing what she had done. 

DISOWNED. 

Mrs. Thompson went to Washington, but 
her husband refused to recognize her as his 
wife, and taking his daughter from her, 
placed her in aconvent at Washington. He 
allowed her $600 per annum for the support 
of herself and their son, and permitted her 
to still reside at the homestead. Mr. Thomp- 
son came to Cincinnati last Tuesday, when 
from Mr. Roth he heard the story of his 
wife’s disgraceful action. 

Nearly crushed under the blow, he came 
home, and leaving again this morning for 
Lexington, saw at the depot Walter 
Davis, who seemed confused and colored 
violently. Thompson: and a friend, Mr. 
John P. Chinn, got into the coach, and Davis 
got into the baggage-car. In this way they 
came to Harrodsburg Junction, where the 
road connects with the Cincinnati Southern 
Raifway, and Mr. Chinn and Mr. Thompson 
got igto the smoking-car. : 

THE MEETING. 

While the former was reversing a seat he 
saw Davis come to the door and speak to 
Thompson, who said: “You — -— of a 
—-, How dare you speak to me?” And as 
he spoke he drew a self-cocking Smith & 
Wesson pistol of 38-calibre. pointed 
it at Davis, who slammed the dvor 
and, head down, was passing the 
window, getting down from the platform, 
when Thompson fired through the glass, the 
ball striking Davis in the head, just behind 
the ear, and lodging in the brain. He fell 
from the platform down a bank and died in- 
stantly. Thompson and the body of his 
victim were taken back to Harrodsburg on 
the return train, where Thompson gave him- 
self up to Judge Hardin, now holding circuit 
court there, 


A HUSBAND’S WO. 

In a manly, collected manner, he said: 
‘* May it please your Honor, I know that it is 
not customary under circumstances of this 
kind fer persons situated as I am to make 
any remarks to the court, but I feel that it is 
in justice to myself, and due to the commu- 
nity in which | have lived so long, and by 
which I have been honored so often, to make 
a brief statement of the facts and circum- 
stances of this unfortunate affair. In Novem- 
ber last I was on my to Washmgton, and my 
wife accompanied meas faras Cincinnati, 
I left her in charge of lady friends, expecting 
her to retnrn home on the eventing frain, 

**My wife, unfortunately, was addicted to 
the habit of drinking intoxicating liquors, 
which Mr. Davis, the deceased, well knew. 
That evening he prevailed on her not to go 
home, but to stay in Cincinnati. Finding out 
at what hotel she stopped he went there, and, 
under an assumed name, plied her with 
whisky until she was completely under its 
influence. Then, accompanying her, ostens- 
ibly to a theatre, returning atYo’clock that 
night, she in a besotted condition from drink, 
athe ueed to go to Mrs. Buckner’s room, but 
he insisted on her going to his room, where 
she remained with him for more than an 
hour, where he dadauched her. 

** He then turned her out in a helpless con- 
dition, thus exposing my own dishonor and 
hershame. Afterward she w taken to 
Mrs. Buckner’s room by the watchman and 
the proprietor in an unconscious, drunken 
condition. My domestic relations are al! 
bankrupt and broken up. My little daugh- 
ter, whom I love more than anything on 
earth and more than lite itself, is now an 
exile from home and an outcast from society 
in consequence of Davis’ desire to gratify 
his bestial lust and publish my dishon- 
or to the world. a igat after night my 
daughter has sobbed herself to sleep on 
my bosom. Not all his blood is worth her 
tears, and though he had a thousand lives 
they would not atone for the broken happi- 
ness and household misery he has caused 
me. 1 throw myself upon the justice of my 
country, and feel that every man who leaves 
his family and his fireside, and who has the 
courage to defend them, will justify me in 
my course.”

DEFINIT INFORMATION. 


it was learned from other sources that Mrs. 


Thompson came to the city Nov, 27 ‘with her 
husband, who was presumably on his way to 
Washington. They registered at the Burnet 
Hlouse, Mr. Thompson leaving that evening, 
and Mrs. Thompson going to the St, Claire to 
visit her friend, Miss Buckner, with the in- 
tention of remaining some time. The even- 
ing of the 28th she and Davis went out to- 
gether, and, when they returned at a 
late hour, Mrs. Thompson was under 
the influence of liquor. Whether fer 
unexpected departure the next day was 
because the ladies had quarreled, or to a 
request of the hotel proprietors that she 
should leave their house on account of what 
occurred the evening before, is not known. 
Miss Buckner left thg St. Claire soon after, 
and is now in MissisSippi. Sheis related to 
the wife of ex-Secretary Belknap, and has 
been divorced from a Louisyille man named 
Tomlinson, the trial attracting muen atten- 
tion. Itissupposed that Miss Buckner in- 
formed Mr. ‘Thompson by letter of Davis’ 
visit, At any rate, John Thompson, & 
brother of the Congressman, has since Visited 
this city for the purpose of making inquiry 
regarding the matter. 


Philip B. Thompson was born at Harods- 
burg Oct. 15, 1845, and has practiced asa 
lawver in his native town. In 1878 he was 
elected to the nigga uae Congress from the 
Kighth Kentucky District, was reélected in 
1880, and again in LSS2. 

VENDETTA. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 27.—[Special. | 
—Congressman Phil Thompson, of Ken- 
tucky, who shot his man yesterday, has 
killed his man before. For mapy years there 
was a vendetta in Kentucky between the 
families of Thompson and Davis. ‘This feud 
culminated in 1878 in a' court room. The 
Davises and the Thompsons were on the oppo- 
sit side of a lawsuit. The heads of the two 
families and two sons in each family were 
present. The result of this quarrel was that 
Pbil Thompson was the only survivor of 
either family left alive in the court room. 
Phil Thompson was tried for murder. Con- 
gressman Joe Blackburn was the counsél, 
and Thompson was acquitted. All Kentucky 
people here assert that Thompson will be ac- 
quitted again if he is even brought to trial. 


FLEMMING FREED. 


The Bucket-Shop Individual Again 
Reveling in the Sweets of Liberty— 
Shrewd Detective Work. 

MONTREAL, Ont., April 27.—(Special.]—The 
method by which Flemming, better known as 
* Bucket-Sbop Fiemming,” got out of the To- 
ronto jail and is now reveling in the sweets of 
liberty, is somewhat interesting to note. Of the 
financial operations which brought the distin- 
guisbed denizen of Uncie Sam’s dominions to 
durance vile itis unnecessary. to speak; they 
are already well known. The Detective Fahey, 
in working up the case and getting possession 
of Fiemming’s person despite the efforts of a 
host of opposing capiases, writs, and 
quibbles, proves that — that officer 
bas lost none of his old-time 
astuteness. Fahey arrived at Toronto from 
Montreal Wednesday night, and at once con- 
ferred with one of the best-known lawyers of 
this city, and also with the detectives. He had 
previously bad one of bis own men in Toronto 
for some days watching the case. Fiemming 
was taken out, it is alleged, on the affidavite of 
lawyers. 


FAHEY’S QUICK WORK. 

Fahey, knowing that a criminal warrant would 
take precedence over or Override avy writ or 
capias, had obtained one, arresting Fiemming on 
a charge of obtaining money under false pre- 
tenses, and bad it placed in the bands 
of the Governor of the Torvnto jail, 
with direotions to serve iton his prisoner the 
instant the capias on which he was incarcerated 
should expire and before any of the waiting 
capiases could be served. As the time ap- 
proached for the capias to expire, Fahey, with 
two detectives, two Constables, and another 
tunctdionary of the law, got a carriage, drove to 
the jail, and presented an order for the Sheriff 
to deliver up the body of Fiemimyg, who had just 
previously been arrested on the warrant. 
Fleming being produced,.stepped into the car- 
riage, and the purty drove rapidly to the police 
station, where be was safely locked up till the 
time for the night-trata for Montreal to start. 

THE PROCESSION NOW MOVES. 

He was then conducted by Constables to the 
railway depot, a lurge number of his friends 
following in carriages, and the whole affair 
being more like a State procession than what it 
really was. Arrived at ive depot, the prisoner's 
counsel and some more of his friends met him, 
also some lawyers and bailiffs on the opposit 
side, armed with civil writs from different plgpes, 
ready to serve on bim.. These, however, Were 
powerless, for the reasons already assigned, 
and Fahey placed hig man in a Pullman 
car, and with several of tbe prisoner's 
friends, who bad joined them at the depot, were 
soon steaming down che Grand Trunk for Mont- 
real. Fahey bad been previously advised legal- 
ly that Flemming’s doings in ontreal came 
under the Gambling act of 1882, and the worst 
that could be doge with bins would be to deal 
with bim tor obtaining momey under false pre- 
tenses, Orin accordance with the warrant by 
which be bad taken him out of jail.. The detec- 
tive was therefore probably anxious to make 
the best terms possible for Montreal creditors 
then and there. 

AN AGREEMENT REACHED. 

On the train before reaching this city the 
friends of Flemming came to terms, which have 
not exactly been ascertained, but it is under- 
stood that payment was handed over sufficient 
to satisfy alithe victims of the man’s operations 
in this city. Atall events be was liberated on 
reaching Bonaventure depot last night, and is 
now doubtiess in “lands remote.” Messrs. Wal- 
lace Smith and F. L. Loring, of Chicago, Fiem- 
ming’s lawyers, are here, guests at the St, 
Lawrence Hall. They are to be entertained by 
the Montreal lawyers who went up on the train 
and settied the case. 

INDIGNATION AT TORONTO. 

TORONTO, Ont., April 27.—[Special.]—The non- 
arrival at Montreal of Bucket-Shop Flemming 
bas been the cause of uncom plimentary remarks 
in this city against the detectives and Montreal 
victims. Had he been jailed bere onall the 
capiases that would have issued, no doupt 
Fiemming in time would have disgorzed. There 
has evidentiy been crookedness somewhere, and 
it should be unearthed if the police authorities 
have any desire to get at the true inwardness of 
the case. Detective Reid, who had the case 
aguinst Flemming 
approuched with to secure 
Fiemming's flight, he refused; 
and it is just possible that some of the money of 
the million-dollar fraud went.  eisewhere. 
Some interesting developments may probably 
be nade within the next few days in connection 
with this mysterious case.

SHOCKING ACCIDENT. 


A Woman Run Over and Killed by a 
Train at Jersey City—A Switchman 
Also Killed in Trying to Save Her Life. 
JERSEY Grrr, N. J., April 27.—(Specia!.]—A 

shocking accident, whereby two fives were lost, 

occurred this evening at the Newark avenue, 

Jersey City, crossing of the Pennsylvania Raii- 

road. The Rahway local train, due in Jersey 

City at 7:20, had reached the Jersey avenue 

crossing, two blocks above Newark avenue, 

when & woman attempted to cross at the latter 
crossing. When she reached the middle of the 
railroad track she saw the train coming, and, 
getting contused, ran over against the 
fence inclosing the travks, and appar- 
ently made an effort to climb § over. 

Lawrence O’Brien, & S8witchman, who 

a moment before bad been taiking to one of the 

gatemen, seeing the woman's imminent danger, 

ran over, and, tbe risk of his own lite, ut- 
tempted to save her. He caught her around tne 
body and tried to drag ber to the other side of 
the track; but the woman, in her terror and ex- 
citement, resisted with all her strength. In the 
struggle (ae woman stumbled and feil on the 
track, dragging O’Brien with her. The next 
moment the locomotive struck both of 
them, and hurled them half-way to the 

Henderson S&treet crossing. The woman 

was cutto pieces,and her death was instan- 

taneous. O'Brien was stili breathing when ne 
was picked up, but he lived only ten minutes. 

O’Brien was 38 years old, and had awife, but no 

children. woman’s body was identified as 

that of Drs. James Antbony, aged 40. She was 
the wife of a cigar-dealer ia New York, but bad 
not been living with her husband for some time.

BATTLE CREEK, Mich., April 27.—[(Special.]— 
Last nishtafrightful accident occurred on the 
Grand Trunk Road, three miles west of Olivet 
Station. About 2 o’clock the night @éxpress was 
passing around a curve, followed by a special 
freight, when the automatic air-brake broke, 
and all the brakes worked by it were set and 
stopped the train. A brakeman hastened back 
to signal the freight, but, coming down a heavy 
grade and around an abrupt curve, it could pot 
be stopped in time, and it rushed ¢t gh the 
two rear sleepers, wrecking them completely. 


The engineer and firemen ¢iaim to have re- 


mained at their posts till the last moment, when 
they saved themselves by jumping. Only thrée 
persons were in the rear sieeper, of which two 
were kilied. 

The Pullman conductor, P. J. Wall, of Mont- 
real, was crushed between the car and the en- 
gine-boiier, where be was scalded to death. 

A traveling agent named J. W. Higgins, of 
Detroit, was chopped out, terribly manogied, and 
died ina few minutes. 

The colored porter, R. T. Budd, of Chicago, 
ae perhaps, fatally burnedand his thigh fract- 
ured, 

H. Fry, of Englewood, N. J., was scalded and 
injured injured internally so badly that he died 
this morning. 

_J. H. Ballagh, of Rockwell City, saved bis wife, 
although both were badiy scalded, by sho 
ner through the window. 

The others, probably not dangerously injured, 
are A. H. Wheeler, of Rochester, N ot A

A Compact Account of the Disaster Fare 
nished by the Company’s Officers, 

“A very serious accident occurred about 2 
o’clock yesterday morning to the Pacific Express 
on the Chicago & Grand Trunk Railroad, near 
Bellevue, Mich. This train is generally com- 
posed of a through baggage and mail car, a 
second-class coach, two first-class coaches, and 
Fuliman palace cars from New York, Mont- 
real, and Bay City inthe order mentioned. A 
train so composed left Port Huron an hour late, 
having waited for connections, and was running 
at the regular rate of speed—not attempting to 
make up lost time—wheno the air-brake hose 


burst as the train was rounding a curve two 
miles east of Bellevue. Conductor Halsey and 
his two bruakemen appear to have set themselves 


at work to repair the hose, but the rear brake- 


mand was not able to get out around the curve 
a sufficient distance

THE CAUSE. 

The officers of the railroad were on hand with- 
in @ very short time with a good supply of doc- 
tors and nurses from the Sanitarium at Battle 
Creek, and everything possible was done to al- 
leviate suffering. Mr. Wall, the Pullman pal- 
ace-car conductor, was heard to groan once or 
twice, but was dead before he could be reached. 
Mr. Higgins, of Detroit, died on his way to Bat- 
tle Creek, and Howard Fry, the Superintendent 
of motive power for the West Shore Railway, 
died at the Sanitarium sbortiy after arriving 
there. So far as the investigation has 
gone it shows that the accident 
was caused by a combination of ¢ircumstances, 
and in such cases it would be unfair at present, 
witbout thorough investigation, to lay the biame 
at the doorof any one man. The rules of the 
company imperatively demand that the firat 
duty of arear brakemuno is to protect his train 
by going at least half a mile from its rear with 
signais. Thus far it has not been shown-that the 
brakemen did this, but his evid-nce is not yet 
in. The train bands appeared to think that the 
accident to the air-hose was so slight that it 
could be remedied at once, and they ali seem to 
have attempted to do this in order not to 
lose time. The train was stopped at thé 
foot of the grade for this purpose, 

e work of repairs evidently took more time 
than they expected; or the freight-train follow- 
ing was closer than any one supposed. The 
brakeman evidently was not far enough back to 
signal the engineer and give bim time to stop 
the freight-train. It is shown, however, that he 
instantly whistled for prakes, and the alarm was 
as well responded to as it possibly could be 
under the circumstances.

The Details to Be Had in This City. 
Yesterday morning intelligence reached the 


city that a serious accident had occurred be- 


tween Olivet and BeliéVvue stations,in Michigan, 


on the line of the Chicago & Grand Trunk Rail- 
road. Bellevue is about twelve miles the other 
side of Battle Creex, and in the vicinity there is 


a sharp curve in the road, and the report had it 


that the accident was due toa collision. The ac- 
o'clock yesterday morn- 
ing, Dut a short distance from two telegraph.of- 
tices, yet only meagre dispatches reached this 
city from Battle Creek along inthe afternoon, 
none of which«ave any details. Several private 
dispatches were received, which State that three 
persons were killed and sixteen wounded; 
Inquiry made by THe TRIBUNE reporter elic- 
ited the following facts: The Montreal Express 
when it left Port Huron was some forty min- 
utes late, and a little more time was lost supse- 


“quently, which the engineer was endeavoring 


to make up by increased speed. The traiu wus 
composed of several passenger coaches and 
three — Between Olivet and Bellevue, 
about nidWay between the two stations, some- 
thing happened to the automatic uair-brake 
which prevented its working, and upon the 
main track thetrain came toa dead halt. The 
engineer and conductor jumped off, the former 
to repair matters and the latter to see what was 
the cause of the sudden halt. The brakeman 
was sent back to flag trains wbich migbt be 
coming, but it is claimed that he tarried by the 
peony and worn rs ‘a on Own time about 
gett to a point for signaling any train that 
might be coming. PS 
x minutes after the train had stopped a 
reigbt-train came thundering around the curve. 
e engineer caught sigbt of the red lights at 
the rear of the passenger-train. He whistled 
down brakes, but tne signal came too late. The 
engineer of the Jpassenger-train attempted to 
pull out, bat his brakes were set, and he 
could not remove the pressure from tae whe els.

THE CONGRESS. 
UNSATISFACTORY RESULTS OF ITS LABORS. 
PutLaDELPHIA, Pa., April 27.—[Special. } 

—The Irish National Convention here has 
concluded its labors, and the result is by no 
means as satisfactory as was hoped, though 
there is no doubt that it has turned out very 
nearly as its promoters expected—in the dis- 
bandment of the Land League of America. 
the only open Irish organization and the only 
one that conservative Irishmen would join. 
The secret societies have succeeded in 
strangling what they believed to be opposing 
organization, but they have not, as they 
hoped and perhapsas many of them think, 
succeeded in capturing the league. They 
have grasped thinking they have caught. 
When they examine they will find*nothing. 
One of the leading Conservatives told Tur 
TRIBUNE representative, after Wednesday 
night’s work, that he intended to go home 
next day. it was useless tostay. The secret 
societies were in the ascendant. They could 
do as they pleased, and the only thing that 
would prevent their proceeding to expel 
every Land-Leaguer from the convention 
was dread of the consequences. Several 
others thought ashe dia and retired with 
him, among them being twenty clergymen 
from Pennsylvania, Massachusetts, and 
other States, John Boyle O’ Reilly, and P. A. 
Collins. Others are cursing themselves this 
evening for having remained to play mourn- 
ers at the league’s funeral. 

The proseedings yesterday were but pro- 
longed skirmishes to ascertain how far .nat- 
ters could be pushed with impunity. Every 
committee had its overwhelming majority of 
Clan-na-Gael men. 

THE PLATFORM. 

The. Committee on Resolutions, which 
brought ina rather moderate set of resolu- 
tions, considering that the Clan-na-Gael had 
three-fourths of the membership, are pro- 
fessed physical-force men. ‘They were mod- 
erate for a purpose—that of reassuring and 
hoodwinking the clerical and conservative 
element. The resolutions, though adopted 
about 3 o’clock this morning, and signed 


by all the members of the committee, 
were not submitted till 2 £o’clock 
this afternoon. ‘They had first to be 


approved by the Clan-na-Gael caucus, as 
it was feared that if they were not there 
would be a kick. When Mike Boland, of 
Louisville, made his motion this morning, 

and when Alexander Sullivan, who obtained 

possession of the resolutions last evening, 

failed to put in an appearance, the negro in 

the fence assumed well-defined proportions. 

The delay was to afford opportunity to cau- 

cus and to fix up slates anda program. Sul- 
livan was in the rooms of the Resolutions 

Committee when the caucus of last night 

was held.

He 
apostrophized America and Ireland, and told 
some good stories. Father Agnew, a brother 
of Frank Agnew, of Chicago, spoke modest- 
ly, briefly, and pointedly for the Irish in 
scotland, and warneil the convention not to 
bring trouble on the Irishmen there. This 
was well received. 

‘The breeze which Finerty raised was not 
intended. His objection to the resolutions re- 
ferred solely to the allusion te Lrish immi- 
grants as passengers. He was not allowed 
to explain, and his protest, rather emphatic, 
was against the gag. His enemies have wmis- 
represented his course, and said that he in- 
tended to present extreme resolutions. That 
is not the truth. He says he had no such in- 
tention. He may have felt, as did most 
others who did not belong to the clique, that 
the secret society machine was being used 
too sparingly. ‘This was the meaning of his 
challenge to Brown, of St. Louis. For a 
time matters assumed a serious aspect, but 
the motion for the previous question received 
an overwhelming majority and ended the 
scene.

WHAT CONGRESSMAN FINERTY SAYS. 

Your correspondent saw Finerty tonight 
and asked for an explanation of his course in 
the convention. He said, to begin with, he 
voted against dissolving the Land League 
because he did not believe in destroying any 
force whieh tended to the good of Ireland. 
The League of America was an edu- 
cating force, educating Irish-Americans and 
native Americans alike. Besides, it wasa 
material torce to the tune of $66,000 last year. 
He would not prognosticate asto the out- 
come of the new league. He spoke 
only twice in the cwunvention, each 
time in a few words, and of 
free speech. Hecould not see the justice of 
keeping a convention waiting for half a day 
and then rushing matters through with ma- 
chine speed. He was always opposed to 
walking blindfolded. The reference to pau- 
pers in the emigration resolutions was a pro- 
test against Know-Nothingisim. An attempt 
had been made to transfer the policy of 
Denis. Kearney to Philadelphia from San 
Francisco, and to apply it to the Irish in- 
stead of the Chinese. Lis allusion to Brown 


had reference to that gentleman’s 
assumption of an _ ability to rail- 
road everyt that met his and few 
others’ indorsements. He had nothing 


to say about the result of the convention. it 
might have been wiser, he thought, in many 
respects, but he did not wish to be a prophet 
of failure. Astothe referenceto him asa 
leader of the Extremists, he denied that he 
attempted to lead. He thought it better to 
be an Extremist than a Whig; to be consis- 
tent than bea physical-force man one day 
and a moral-force man another day.

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., April 27.—It. was 


nearly 11 o’clock before the [rish National 
Convention assembled this morning. ‘The 
reading of the minutes was dispensed with. 

Dr. O’Reilley announced that the Com- 
mittee on Kesolutions had prepared a re- 
port, but was not yet ready to present it. 

Col. Michael Boland, Chairman of the 
Committee on Organization, then said the 
Committee on Organization would not be 
ready to report until after the Committee on 
Resolutions had reported, as, after a long de- 
bate, the Committee on Organization had not 
been able to agree on the number of officers 
for the National League or its exact scheme 
of government. Col. Boland therefore moved 
that when a recess be taken it be for two 
hours, to allow the Committee on Organiza- 
tion to perfect its report. Carried. 

The Secretary then read by unanimous 
consent a communication from the Hon. 5S. 
S. Cox, of New York, congratulating the 
convention on what it had done, and declar- 
ing that it was impossible for Lreland to re- 
main under British government on account 
of commercial restrictions of the latter. 
There were 68,242 able-bodied men engaged 
in “keeping the peace,”’ while there were 
but 21,000 engaged in teaching. ‘he uncer- 
tainty of land tenure and of politicai status, 
and a standing army of spies, go to render 
Ireland the worst-governed country in the 
world.

Since 
the beginuing of the present century, when the 
Irish Parliament was abolished, the laws for 
Ireland have been made in Engiand, and during 
that period habeas corpus and right of trial by 
jury have been suspended more than fifty times. 
Hordes of soldiers bave been loosed upon a peo- 
pie forbidden to bear arms, and a siate of war 
witb all its attendant horrors, with occasionally 
those of retaliation, has been maintained. To- 
day representatives of the people are in prison, 


guiltiess of crime. Freedom of speech is 
abolished. Freedom =_ of the press is 
abolished, and the right of peaceable 
public meetings is anuuiled. No wan's 


house is secure, night or day, from armed 
marauders, who may insult and harass his fam- 
ily. Without a warrant a citizen may be thrown 
into prison; without counsel he may be put on 
mock trial before a prejudiced Judge and packed 
jury; ou lying averments of purchased wretches, 
his liberty may be sacriticed or his life taken in 
the nume of law. 

3. Instead of protecting the property of the 
posers English government in Ireland has 

een conspicuous for its injury and ruin. Out 
of 20,000,009 acres of producing land, 6,000,000 
bave been aliowed to lie waste. The ownership 
of the remainder, generally acquired by force 
or fraud, bas been retained in the hands of rav- 
enous monopolists who annually drained the 
country of its money in the form of rents, no 
pordon of which goes back to the Irish people. 
In addition to this, an iniquitous system of 


taxation im on the ,people a_e gi- 
gantic burden for the sustenance of 
a foreign army, for an oppressive 


constabulary, for salaries to supernumerary of- 
ficials, and pilacemen, for pensions to English 
favorits, for blood-money for informers, and for 
a vulgar court whose extravagance is equaied 
only by the sham of its pretensions. ‘The 
naturaily-created capital of the country is sent 
to England on one pretext or another, and 
brings ao exchange except articles of Euglisn 


manufacture, which the Irish people, under, 


selt-goveroment, would produce for themselves 
or purchase in America. Irish manufactures, 
deliberately destroyed by England in the last 
century, are still dormant. Her immense water- 
power turns po wheeis; her canals are ail but 
impassable; her rivers are all obstructed; her 
useful clay and valuable minerais are un- 
touched. In her beautiful harbors are few 
ships, except those of her enemy. English law 
fur the protection of property in Ireland has 
been a lance to make Ireland bleed at every 
pore for the benefit of the heartiess landlord 
and the English manufacturer. 

4. English government in Ireland has not 
maintained peace and order, but has for 700 
ae mt broken her peace and destroyed her 
order. 

5. English government in Ireland does not al- 
low that portion of the Empire an equitable and 
eflicient voice ingthe Legislature. in Engiand 
one-twelfth of the population votes for the 
members of Parliament. In Ireland one-twen- 
ty-fifth of the population votes for members of 
Pariiament. in England registration laws are 
tavorable to votes. In ireland they are inimi- 
cal to the voter. In Engiand ali classes of pop- 
ulaaon are fairly represented. In Ireland the 
Poor taw is employed to secure to landlords and 
place-hunters the preponderance in the Nation- 
al delegation. In England tne judiciary is in- 
dependeut of the executive and sympathizes 
with the peuple. The Ireland judiciary is the 
creature and a part oi the executive, und is ap- 
pointed exclusively from the enemies of the 
people. In Engiand the magistracy is 
vbosen without regard to creed. In Ireland 97 
per cent of the magistrates baving jurisdiction 
vver the pevuple’s liberty are selected from a 
creed rejected by 78 per cent uf the people, and 
the detestable spirit of religious bigotry is thus 
legalized and perpetuated. In England laws 
creating civil disabilities on account of religion 
have loug been dead. In Ireland laws made un- 
der Edwara II1., Queen Elizabeth, the Earl of 
Stratford, Charles 1., Queen Anne, and their suc- 
cessors are still vital to torment a people for 
whose oppression no statute is found coo hoary 
by venai and truculent Judges. Every measure 
oft legisiawon proposed by an English member 
receives courteous consideration. Any meas- 
ure, however just, necessary, or humane, pro- 
posed by the patriot Irish members is certain of 
contemptuous rejection by the combined ma- 
jority of both the great English parties. Thus 
the educadonal system of Ireiand is notorious- 
ly inadequate; thus it is that evictions 
unknown iu Eugiand, and deciared Ly Gladstone 
to be almost equivalent to death sentences, are 
of daily occurrence in Ireland, and bave nearly 
doubled in tive years,in spite of the boasted 
benetit of the Gladstone Land laws; thus it is 
tnmat, althougb according to the Goyernment re- 
turns, criminals are twenty-seven in 10,000 of the 
English populution and only sixteen in 10,000 of 
the Irish population, in spite of the exaspera- 
tion to which they are subject, yet England en- 
joys coustitutional liberty, and Ireland is under 
worse than martial law. The intrepid and per- 
sistent attempts of the patriot Irish deputation 
to obtain in the Engiish Pariiament just and bu- 
mane laws for Ireland have always been, are, 
and, in our belief, must continue to bea fail- 
ure. Now, therefore, in view of these facts,

HOW THE PLATFORM WAS RECEIVED AND 
ADOPTED. 


Intense silence prevailed during the read- 
ing of the report, punctuated by hearty ap- 
plause at times. At the solemn arraignment 
of the English Government in the first resolu- 
tion the entire convention arose and cheered. 

‘The reading of the report was finished at 
two minutes past 3 o’clock, 

It was moved by Mr. Chadwick that the 
resolutions be: taken up, discussed, and 
adopted seriatim. 

Mr. Brown, of St. Louis, moved as a sub- 
stitute that they be adupted as read. 

Mr. Finerty, ot Chicago, was then recog- 
nized. He said he desired no more privileges 
| than any one else. He hoped the gentleman 
who had moved the substitute would have 
the decency to withdraw his motion. He had 
heard sentiments in these resolutions which 
he could not vote for without explanation. 
He was opposed to putting a court-plaster on 
acarbuncie. He appealed to Mr. Brown to 
withdraw his substitute for the sake of Ire- 
land, and said that he (Finerty) would move 
to lay it on the table if it was not withdrawn. 
Mr. Brown should not be actuated by a de- 
sire for a partisan triumph. 

Mr. Brown, deelining to withdraw his mo- 
tion, Mr. Finerty’s motion to lay it on the 
table was put and lost, amid cheers and 
hisses. (Mr. Finerty is understood to bea 
spokesman of the reactionists. ) 

Mr. Brown then explained that his motion 
was to expedite business. 

An excited debate ensued, a dozen men 
trying to get the speaker’s eye, 

Mr. Doherty, of Buston, called the previ- 
ous question on the aduption of the resolu- 


tion. 

Mr. Sullivan, of Chicago, seconded it. 

Fifty men were on their feet at once. 

Mr. Finerty, of Chicago, said: ** Are we 
going to be gagged here ?”’ 

Mr. Finerty asked if the motion to lay the 
motion for the previous question on the table 
was notin order. 

The Chairman said “ No.” _ 

* Then 1 ner differ with the Chair,” 
said Congressman Finerty, and, ejaculating, 
* We have no chance; it’s no usé'to try,” he 
sat down. 

The resolutions were then adopted. 

The Rey. Dr. Charles O’ Reilley then asked 
leave to go home, and, on motion, he was al- 
lowed to do so. 

ORGANIZATION, 

The report of the Committee on Org aniza- 
tion was then read, as follows: 

WHEREAS, Inthe opinionof the citizens of 
America and Canada, Irish and of Irish descent, 
itis needful for the purposes hereufter set 
forth that, sinking all private prejudice and 
creed distinctions, they do unite to secure this 
common end, and do band themselves togetner 
under the name and titie of the Irisn National 
League of America. 

Sec. lL. The objects of the Irish National 
League of America are: 

l. Earnestiy and actively to sustain the Irish 
National League in Ireland with moral ana ma- 
— aid in achieving self-government for Ire- 
and. 

2. To procure' a clearer and more accurate 
ngaeastenting by the Amerivan people 
of the  potitical, industrial, and social 
condition of Ireland, that they may see 
for themselves that her poverty is 
the result of centuries of brute force and 
destructive legislation, and that, if permitted to 
make ber own laws for herown svil, she will 
demonstrate the possession of all the essentials, 
natural and ideal, for political autonomy, bene- 
ficial alike to Lreland and the United States. 

3. To promote the development of Irish man- 
ufactures by encouraging their import into the 
United States; to promote the study of Irish 
history, past and present, and to circulate care- 
fully-prepared literature in schools and socie- 
ties, that the justice of the cause 
may be thoroughly defended against 
ignorance, malice, and misrepresentation, 
to encourage the study of the Irish language, 
the cultivation of Irish music, and our eulight- 
ened love of the art, characteristics which made 
the past of our race bright amid darkness, and 
have always secured for the Celt success and 
renown in every country in which he-has had an 
equal opportunity witb his fellows; to hurt the 
euemy where he will feel it most by refusing to 
purchase any article of English manufacture, 
and by using all legitimate influences to dis- 
courage tradesmen from keeping English man- 
ufactures on sale; to abolish secnional feeling; 
to destroy those baleful animosities of prov- 
ince and creed which have been insidiously 
handed down by the enemy; to weave a closer 
boad of racial pride and affection; and to keep 
alive the holy flame of Irish nationality while 
perforining faithfully the duties of American 
citizenship. " 

Sec. 2. The officers of the league shall be a 
President, Vice-?resident, Treasurer, and Sec- 
retary. 

Sec. 3. The President shail preside at all meet- 
ings of the league, and perform such other 
duties as may hereafter in these articles be im- 
posed upon him. 

Src. 4. In the absence or inability to serve of 
the President, his duties shall be discharged by 
the Vice-President. 

Sec. 5. The Treasurer sball properly account 
for ali money paid to him by the Secretary on 
behalf of the league, and make expiicit reports 
thereof annually to a convention of this league, 

Sec. 6 The Secretary sbaill keep correct 
records of ail meetings of the league, receive 
all moneys for its use from subordinate 
branches and affiliating organization; in States 
and counties, and puy the same over to the 
Treasurer, taking bis receipt therefor, and all 
moneys so paid to the Secretary shail be by 
draft or post-ollice order in favor of the 
Treasurer. ! 

Sec. 7. The governing body of the league 
shail consist of the President, Vice-President, 
and Council, which shail be composed of one 
member from each State or Territory, the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, and the Dominion of Canada, 
and which sball be eiected by the National Con- 
vention, and shall meet at least once annually, 
the time and piace for which shall be designated 
by the Presideot. 

Sec. 8 Ihe governing body shall meet at 
least once annually at thetime and piace here- 
tofore provided, and shail frame an organiza- 
tion similar in character, for each State, Terri- 
tory,.and the Dominion of Canada. They shail 
provide tor the geveral welfare of the organiza- 
tion, and they shall bave power necessary to pro- 
mote the interests and extend the organization 
and intiuence of the league. 

ELECTION OF OFFICERS. 

Mr. Alexander Sullivan, of Chicago, took 
the floor. Thomas Bracken, of New York, 
at the same time arose among the dynamite 
men in the rear of the hail, and earnestly 
protested against the proceedings. 

He was at once surrounded by aclamorous 
crowd of delegates, the Chair meanwhile 
pleading for order. 

Finally the dynamite men quieted down, 
and Mr. Sullivan nominated the Rev. Dr.

When it was announced a few weeks ago 
that Attorney-General Brewster had decided 
that the land granted by Congress to the New 
Orleans, Vicksburg & Baton Rouge Railroad 
could be claimed by an entirely different cor- 


poration, the New Orleans Pacific, ‘I'nr Trin- | 


wuNE was the first public journal to point out 
that this precedent could be made to cover 
a grab of the Texas Pacific land-grant by the 
Southern Pacific. Our apprehensions on this 
point are on the point of fulfillment. The 
managers of the Southern Pacific having 
completed their circumvallation of rulings 
and precedents, have finally summoned the 
trustees of the public domain in the Land- 
Office and Interior Department to an uncon- 
ditional surrender of the Texas Pacific land- 
grant. 

This is the greatest grab yet. The land- 
grant of the Texas Pacific comprises 
over 14,000,000 acres. Its value is calculated 
at $25,000,000. It has never been earned. At 
the date fixed for the completion of the read, 
May 2, 1882, but 181 miles had been built, and 
1,302 miles remained te be constructed. All 
the land affected by this grant, directly and 
indirectly, amounting to not less than 40,000,- 
000 acres, has been withhe!d from settlement 
ever since the grant was first made in 1571. 
The grant was not made to everybody, but 
to John C. Fremont and other persons in- 
corporated as the Texas Pacific. But 
although these persons and this corporation 
failed utterly to comply with the conditions 
of the grant, there is enough vitality in the 
grant and ingenuity in the administrative of- 
ficers of the Government not only to keep it 
alive, but to award it to a corporation which 
Congresg never meant should have an oppor- 
tunity to earn it. : 

Industry and frugality are not the royal 
roads to the acquisition of property in these 
days. The Southern Pacific is owned by 
Crocker, Huntington, Stanford, and their 
associates in the inside ring of the Central 
Pacific. It was built out of their fraudulent 
profits in the construction and operation of 
the Central Pacific. In the building of the 
road they violated their faith as trustees of 
the bounty of Congress, and of the interests 
of their fellow-stockholders. In running the 
road they have systematically broken the 
law of common carriers. The result of all 
these misdemeanors has been the accumula- 
tion of a gigantic fortune by each member of 
the group. ‘They own Calffornia, and all its 
channels of communication with the world. 
They crown this edifice of wealth with the 
$25,000,000 land-grant of the Texas Pacific. 
They are no more entitled to this grant than 
to the soil on which Chicago stands, It be- 
longs of right to the people. But the peo- 
ple’s rights are of no availagaiust the claims 
of predatory millionaires backed up by 
tricky Attorney-Generals and Land Commis- 
sioners, and careless and corrupt Congress- 
men. 

Congress gave the Texas Pacific $25,000,000 
worth of land on condition it should, for the 
public benefit, build a certain road. The 
corporation deliberately bound itself in writ- 


ing to the Southern Pacific not to build. But. 


the Department of Justice and the Interior 
Office not only hold that it has not by so do- 
ing forfeited its grant, but that it may assign 
the grant to another corporation. This sup- 
plants Congress as a donor of the public de- 
main, and clothes with its powers a corpora- 
tion that has committed suicide. 

Not small in the perpetration of this wrong 
are the responsibilities of the Secretaries of 
the Interior, and Land Commissioners, and 
Attorney-Generals, who have allowed the 
public rights to be captured by a net of rul- 
ings, practices, and vrecedents favoring the 
corporations almost without exception. But 
the great betrayers of trust, the delinquents 
who could have saved everything and have 
saved nothing, are the members of the last 
Congress. ‘This Texas Pacitic land-grant 
would have been doubly saved if it had been 
returned to the public for settlement 
and if it had been kept out of 
the cyclopean grasp of the California cor- 
nerers of the Pacific coast. The whole sub- 
ject was brougiit repeatedly before the last 
Congress. They were fully informed that 
the grant was forfeitable, and that it was in 
danger of being seized by the Southern 
Pacitic gang. But no effort of members like 
tepresentative Payson, of this State, could 
avail to arouse Congress to its duty. Some 
carelesly, othees corruptly, all criminally, 
let the opportunity slip. Before the next 
Congress assembles the Texas Pacific grant 
will have been irrevocably alienated from 
the people, and will have gone to swell the 
wealth and monopoly of the richest, most 
defiant, and ’nost dangerous syndicate in this 
countr’ 
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THE DEMOCRATS AND THE TARIFF. 

While Carter Harrison played the part of 
thebullin the ehina shop at the Iroquois 
banquet, his utterances on that occasion rel- 
ative to the Democratic party’s double posi- 
tion on the tariff question seems to have 
sounded the keynote for acall all along the 
Democratic line commanding a halt.on pain 
of defeat and loss of the offices. The “ free- 
trade” or “‘tariff-fur-revenue” boom which 
it was the mission of the Iroquois banquet 
to set in motion seems to have “died a 
bornin’.”” The current number of Puek has 
a smal! cartoon representing Uncle Sam with 
a heavy bundle on his shoulders descending 
a ladder from the third story of the house, 
and Puck’s advice to him is not to jump, but 
to come down gradually step by step. The 
Democrats in the last Congress opposed the 
tariff-revision bill almost solidly, ostensibly 
because it merely took a stepin the right di- 
rection and did not jump, but really because 
they were opposed to any measure of 
reform coming from the Republicans. 
however incomplete and unh- 
satisfactory from a revenue-reform point 
of view, was nevertheless the first and 
the only step that has been taken in that di- 
rection since the war tariff was fixed, not- 
withstanding the -_Democrats had control of 
the National Legislature during six years of

| men since Harrison threw his bombshell in- 
dicate that it was extremely lucky for the 


country to obtain the modicum of relief 
provided by the last Congress, as the ¢on- 
flicting sentiments among the Democrats 
render it extremely doubtful whether anoth- 
er step will be taken by the next Congress. 
The Randal!]-Daga program is likely to find 
as many friends among tne Democrats when 
the next Congress meets as the “jump” 
which Watterson and Ilurlbert advocate. 
This program construes the phrase “ a tariff 
for revenue only” to mean “‘a tari@ the only 
source of revenue,” and, so far from 
proposing any further reduction in the 
tariff, really contemplates cutting: off every 
opportunity for such reduction by. repealing 
all internal-revenue taxation, and thas estab- 
lishing a permanent fariff which shall impose 
au average duty of about 45 per cent upon 
all imported goods, The gentlemen who 
aired their eloquence at the Iroquois banquet 
took no account of the various interests in 
the Democratic party which such a program 
is likely to attract. It will receive the sup- 
port ef all the Eastern Democrats who rep- 
resent constituencies engaged in protected 
industries. it will be promoted by trades 
and bargains between isolated interests scat- 
tered here and there throughout the country 
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which demand protection for themselves, 
and, in order to secure it, are ready to join in 
the support of a high tariff all along the line. 
Finally it is likely to secure a spontaneous 
and unreasoning support from a large pro- 
portion of Southern members whe know 
that their constituents are more concerned 
about the taxes on whisky and tobacco than 
they are about the tariff system. If the con- 
test for the Speakefship of the next House 
be narrowed down to Randal! and Cariisle, 
the tariff question will be directly in issue, 
but the success of either of these gentlemen 
will leave the factions if anything more stub- 
born and bitter in their conflicting sentiments 
than they were before. : 

Ever since Harrison warned the [roquois 
Chiefs that if they avowed their real princi- 
pies on the tariff in the Democratic platform 
they would lose the offices there have been 
outcroppings of Democratic opinion on the 
protection side. Tue TrisuNE has already 
referred to the outspoken sentiments ex- 
pressed by Gen. Martin, the Mississippi mem- 
ber of the Democratic National Committee, 
in an interview in New York a few days ago. 
He said plainly that his State “is in favor 
of protective taxation of the masses for the 
benefit of the few, and would not support a 
pronounced free-trade candidate.” Since 
then Mr. Hendricks, of Indiana, the pro- 
fessional straddler, has also been interviewed 
in New York, and says he is in favor of 
“a tariff for revenue with special regard 
at the same time to the interests of 
manufactures.” This would denote that 
Hendricks and Voorhees are prepared 
to combine against McDonald’s Presi- 
dential aspirations. Senator McPherson 
(Dem.) ot New Jersey, has come out in 
a letter to alocal organ in which he says: 
**T believe in a tariff for revenue with pro- 
tection or discrimination [against the people 
in behalf of the manufacturing bosses}, and 
have no sympathy with the doctrine that the 
tariff should be levied for revenue regard- 
less of its effect upon home industries.” 
About the same time Senator Vest (Dem.), 
of Missouri, caused a letter of his to be 
printed in one of his home organs in which 
he says he believes that “ every tariff for any 
amount is necessarily protection,” amd also 
that ‘“‘such a tariff should be equally dis- 
tributed amongst ali the industries of all the 
sections which need protection.” There are 
zinc mines and works in Vest’s bailiwick. 
Here are recent expressions of prominent 
Democrats from the East, the West, the 
South, and Southwest, which go to show 
that every section of the country will con- 
tribute Democratic influences either directly 
in favor of protection or disposed to “ trim ” 
on the question. The indications are that 
the Democrats will have **a parrot ofa time” 
with the tariff question. 
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FRELINGHUYSEN’S MISTAKES. 

When Secretary Frelinghuysen came into 
the office of Secretary of State upon the 
retirement of Secretary Blaine he found two 
important diplomatic negotiations pending. 
One related'to the affairs between Chili and 
Peru, for the settlement of which the good 
offices of the American Government had 
already been tendered. The other was the 
correspondence in regard to the bearing of 
the Clayton-Bulwer treaty on the neutrality 
of the projected De Lesseps canal across the 
Isthmus of Panama, and the application of 
the “ Monroe doctrine” to any canal across 
American territory connecting the Atlantic 
and Pacific coasts of the United States, In 
regard to tne South-American situation Mr. 
Frelinghuysen made the mistake of with- 
drawing incontinently from the position 
which had already been taken by the Govern- 
ment (with the approval of President Arthur, 
as there is reason to believe), and leaving Mr. 
Trescott, the American Commissioner, with 
his hands tied, thus subjecting him to the rid- 
icule and contempt of the Chili Government, 
by the revocation of his restrictions. In re- 
gard to the correspondence with England 
about the Clayton-Bulwer treaty, Mr Freling- 
huysen undertook to carry out the Blaine 
policy, which was to insist upon a recogni- 
tion of the American right to guarantee 
alone the neutrality of the Panama Canal, 
but proceeded so bunglingly that he exposed 
himself to the merited rebuke and satire of 
Lord Granville. All this appears from 
Granville’s notes in reply to Mr. Freling- 
huysen’s letter, which has been printed re- 
cently. As the English dispatch was com- 
municated to the State Department early in 
January, and as nothing more has come out 
about the matter, the inference is that Mr. 
Frelinghuysen has been so much humiliated 
by the palpable error of which Granville’s 
dispatch convicted him that he has aban- 
doned the correspondence in the same 
feeble way in which he withdrew from the 
South-American relations. 

Lord Granville, in hisreply to Mr. Freling- 
huysen, sums up the points in the Jatter’s let- 
ter as follows: 


1. The meaning and effect of Art. VIIL. of the 
Clayton- Bulwer treaty; 

2. Whether such acts have been committed by 
Great Britain in British Honduras in violation 
of the treaty as would entitle the United States 
to denounce it; and 

3. The proposed conclusion of a fresh agree- 
ment between the two countries, baving for its 
uvbject the retention and renewal of certain pro- 
visions of the Clayton-Bulwer treaty, and the 
definition of the distance from either end of the 
proposed canal beyond which captures micht be 
made by belligerentsin time of war. ~ 

In regard to the first point, Mr. Freling- 
huysen maintained that the provisions of the 
Clayton-Bulwer treaty, which declared that 
neither the United States nor Great Britain 
would ever obtain or maintain for itself any 
exclusive control over any ship-canal which 
might be constructed between the Atlantic 
and Pacific Oceans by way of the River St. 
Juan de Nicaragua or both of/ the Lakes of 
Nicaragua and Managua, referred only to the 
interoceanic routes then in/ contemplation. 
It was also contended that /the Clayton-Bul- 
wer treaty was made subject to the provis- 
ions of an earlier treaty (1846) between the 
United States and New Granada> securing to 
the United States the sole protectorate of 
any route across the Isthmus of Panama. 
These points were made by Mr. Blaine in his 
correspondence, and Lord Granville’s reply 
is by no means conclusive as to the bearing 
of the Clayton-Bulwer treaty upon the canal 
projected by De Lesseps. . 

But Mr. Frelinghuvysen went still further 
and declared in his note that Great Britain 
had already violated the Clayton-Bulwer 
treaty in such a way as to entitle the United 
States to “denounce” it, which means to 
terminate it suinmarily. It may not be im- 
possible to defend this statement, but Mr. 
Frelinghuysen pointed out a particular in- 
Stance of the alleged violation which Lora 
Granville was able to break down by docu- 
ments actually on file in the American State 
Department, That kind of rebuttal is pecul- 
larly humilitating, because it shgws that 
Mr. Frelinghuysen aid not take the’ pains to 
study up his case, and even overlooked im- 
portant papers which are under his imme- 
diate control. Mr. Frelinghuysen’s point 
was that Great Britain had violated the 
treaty by exercising sovereignty over 
British Honduras and treating that territory 
as a British colony. In reply to this charge 
Lord Granville reproduces certain parts of 
the correspondence between Mr. Clayton and 
Lord Bulwer, who negotiated the treaty in 
question, which shows that it was under- 
stood by the Américan Government that the 
treaty did not include British Honduras, 
where British dominion was already recog- 
nized. lt is not necessary to enter into more 
minute detail about the matter; Mr. Freling- 
huysen made a palpable errer, which gaye 


the Engtish diplomat an important advan- 
tage over him, 

With reference to the third point—propos- 
ing to define by new agreement the distance 
from either end of the canal where captures 
may be made by a belligerent in time of war 
as a basis fur continuing the Clayton-Bulwer 
treaty—Lord Granville replies in effect that 
her Majesty’s Government will probably be 
willing to give its careful attention to that 
proposition at the proper time, but that he re- 
gards the discussion as premature now. The 
language used by Lord Granville in this part 
of his note indicates a serious doubt whether 
the Panama Canal will ever be completed. 
This doubt is fully warranted by the slow 
progress which has been made and the ap- 
parently insuperable obstacles in engineer- 
ing which have been described in Tur TRIB- 
UNE. The French people have already con- 
tributed about $40,000,000 to the enterprise, 
and have nothing to shgw for their money 
except the possession of the Panama Rail- 
road, whereas $50,000,000 would have sufficed 
for the completion of a canal by the Nica- 
ragua route. 

Another mistake made by Mr. Freling- 
huysen was a casual reference to the “tra- 
ditional continental policy” of the United 
States (the Monroe doctrine, denying the 
right of an extension of European sover- 
eignty over American territory), which he 
dismissed by saying that the British Govern- 
ment was not called upon to admit or deny 
the principles of this doctrine. Ot course 
Lord Granville availed himself of this ave- 
nue of easy escape from the real merits of 
the controversy. Elther Mr. Frelinghuysen 
should have made no reference whatever to 
this phase of American policy, reserving it 
for assertion as a National right, or, having 
mentioned it, he should have insisted upon 
i¢ as the basis of negotiation. As it is, the 
“Monroe doctrine” is dismissed as of no 
consequence whatever. But this is the very 
kernel of the American case. If the Cla yton- 
Bulwer treaty with Great Britain sacrifices 
any essential principle of that doctrine, 
which it was the primary object of the 
treaty to establish su far as Great Brit- 
ain was concerned, then it should be 
terminated. The right todo this is clear- 
ly recognized by international precedents 
and practices. It was only the other day that 
Germany ‘‘ denounced ” of its own motion a 
treaty with England relative to the main- 
tenance of a Bishop at Jerusalem. ‘The only 
tenable position of the United States with re- 
gard to the exercise of the exclusive right to 
guarantee the neutrality of any interoceanic 
canal connecting the Atlantic and Pacific 
Oceans rests upon the fundamental theory of 
the Monroe doctrine, and it is only the broad 
assertion of that doctrine, without regard to 
mistaken agreements impairing it, that can 
justify the United States Government in de- 
nying to European Governments the right to 
control by sovereign methods any new canal, 
railroad, or territory on any part of the 
American Continent. Unless the American 
Government be prepared to defend this prin- 
ciple, it is useless to quibble about the inten- 
tion of the Clayton-Bulwer treaty, or to un- 
dertake an interference with any European 
attempt to establish sovereign rights in any 
South American enterprise. If the Govern- 
ment be prepared to maintain the Monroe 
doctrine in its broadest sense, then such mis- 
takes as those which have been made by Sec- 
retary Frelinghuysen are at once misleading 
and humiliating.

THE BLACK HAND. 

Investigations which have recently been 
made into the causes of the powerful Spanish 
organization known as Mano Negra, or 
Black Hand, and its operations show that itis 
a distinctively local society which has sprung 
into being from purely local causes, and that 
it has no connection, whatever sympathy it 
may have, with other social organizations in 
Europe like the Fenians, Communists, An- 
archists, Socialists, or Nihilists. And yet 
underneath the Black Hand there is the 
same predisposing cause that operates in 
every other case—namely: injustice. With 
the Black Hand, as with every other secret 
organization, it is a protest against the perse- 
cution of the weak by the strong—a persecu- 
tion which in Spain has been rendered all 
the more easy because her people are igno- 
rant, enervated, and slothful, too weak to re- 
sist by ferce and too attached to locality to 
seek any remedy in emigration. 

The agitation in Spain is purely agrarian. 
The one demand of the Black Hand is sim- 
ply for bread. How it was brought about is 
told by a well-informed correspondent of the 
London Times, who has traveled through 
those portions of Spain where the agitation 
is fiercest and madea special study of the 
subject. The partisans of the Black Hand 
occupy the purely agricultural districts 
where the wages of the laborers amount to 
two reals or about five cents a day, which 
is increased by an addition of oil and vinegar 
given to each laborer and worth about 
three cents, so that for a day’s labor the 
worker in the soil gets about eight cents. 
This is the average for the year, the only ex- 
ception being in the wine harvest time in 
Andalusia, where the better classes of work= 
ingmen receive from 75 cents to $1 per day, 
Only a few get this, however, and the season 
is very short. The peasant not only receives 
very small wages, but being naturally im- 
provident he spends it all as he goes along, 
so that when any crop fails starvation stares 
him in the face, 

The most potent cause of the distress now 
prevailing is the action of whatis termed in 
the Spanish El Caciquismo, a class of men 
known as Caciques. They comprise the Sec- 
retaries of the Alcaldes, who are very ig- 
norant, small lawyers and notaries, whose 
services are always called into requisition 
whenever there is an election. Being asa 
rule sharp, shrewd men, they have acquired 
great influence. Prior to the recent revolu- 
tions there were large tracts of land in Spain 
which were the cominon property of the 
towns and villages. The peasants could use 
this land as their own for felling timber or 
for pasturage. The Government being in 
want of money put these lands up at auction 
in such large lots that the peasants could not 
afford to buy. The Caciques stepped 
in and purchased the whole of them, 
or where a few peasants clubbed 
together and purchased land their 
capital would be exhausted, the Caciques 
would lend them money at an exorbitant 
rate of interest, and thus eventually oust 
them from their holdings, just as 
the Jews have served the peasants in 
Russia. In this manner the peasants 
lost their communal lands and became 
poor; the Caciques acquired them and 
some of them became rich, Having come 
into possession of the lands, they then ground 
the peasants down to the very lowest wages 
in order to make the lands as profitable as 
possible. In some cases the Caci ques them- 
selves are not rich enough to have the soil 
cultivated, and the larger part of it will re- 


main idle, so that there is no work for the 


laborer. Bread is twice as expensive as it is 
anywhere else in Europe, and this coupled 
with the want of labor has driven the tillers 
of the soil to the alternative of starvation or 
of joining this secret organization of the 
Black Hand, which has sworn to make .war 
against the Caciques and to recover their com- 
munal rights. 

As will be seen from this sketch, the de- 
mand of the discontents in Spain is fur bread. 
They have nothing to do with the Interna- 
tional or with any of the anarchical agencies 


| 


which are making thrones and their occu- 
pants in Europe tremble lest some day they 
find themselves confronted with horrors they 
cannot put down. They simply represent 
masses of men in an impoverished and de- 
eaying condition, without labor and without 
food. They might become desperate enough 
in time to cast in their lot with other organi- 
zations that represent great bodies of men 
who have just discovered that they are mis- 
erable and that others who have been living 
upon them are prosperous, but at present 
they have no affiliation with them. All the 
fleets of the world laden with food would 
not exorcise the unrest and discontent of 
Fenians, Nihilists, Communists, and An- 
archists, but a very few vessel-loads of bread 
would quiet the uprising in Spain. Un- 
less something is done by the Spanish 
Government, however, before long the in- 
evitable tendency of the Spanish secret so- 
ciety will be to drift into anarchical princl- 
ples, for, directly or indirectly, the same 
determining motive is urging all these 
restless classes. Trace their grievances 
back to original causes and in every case 
they will be found to be agrarian in charac- 
ter. Everywhere itis the olu struggle be- 
tween tillers of the soil and owners of the 
soil that in one form or another has roused 
this discontent,

THE unconstitutionality of taxation for 
protection is strikingly ilustrated by some 
figures given by Mr. J. S. Moore, of New 
York, in a recent letter to the New York 
Evening Post. The home production of 
American hoop or band iron is 100,000 tons a 
year or 200,000,000 pounds. To the price of 
this the manufacturers add an average of 11¢ 
cents a pound, by virtue of the tariff. On 
the imported hoop-iron the United States 
Treasury received last year $61,872, while 
the manufacturers collected on théir home- 
made hoops a bonus tax of $2,500,000. How 
can this operation, Mr. Moore properly asks, 
be reconciled with the following from See. 8 
of the Constitution of the United States: 


The Congress shall have the power to lay and 
collect taxes, duties, and excises to pay the 
debts and provide for the common defense and 
general welfare of the United States. 


The heov-iron tax is not for the general 
welfare or the common defense. It is sim- 
ply and solely to give the hoop-iron makers 
$2,500,000 of the people’s money without con- 
sideration. lt is a confiscatory exercise of 
the tax power to the detriment of every in- 
dustry that uses iron hoops. There will un- 
questionably, as the Parsee predicts, come 
some day of real awakening when this plain 
language of Sec. 8 of the Constitution will be 
restored to its purity, and when the great 
protective oligarthy will no longer dare to 
outrage and pervert its meaning.

This lossis more than made up by the larger 
transactions, and the fact that the credit of the 
estatWlishment is so good that it can borrow 
money at an almost nominal rate, so that it not 
only i#self-supporting., but. pays over a surplus 
into the treasury. In several French cities 
money is thus lenton deposits with no interest 
exacted, and in others the rate is from 4 to l4 
per cent.

ON A BICYCLE. 


A Fearful Ride Down a Mountain. 

Our mine, the Spondulix, of Colorado, was 
the highest on the range. It was 2,670 feet 
above Silver Brick Station, and nine miles 
distant from the village. From the works 
up to the mines there wasa broad, hard, 
smooth road, used for carting ore down from 
the mines and hauling supplies up. The 
ayerage grade down the mountain was 300 
feet to the mile; in some places it was con- 
siderably steeper, and at intervals 
almost level. The road was made partly 
on the bare rock, and wound up a narrow 
guich;: presentiy it climbed outside the 
chasm, and here at several places the road- 
bed had been blasted out of the solid rock, 
or cutinto the perpendicular side of the 
mountain; but everywhere the road was al- 
most as smooth and hard asa floor. Know- 
ing that a loose stone might cost the lives of 
both teamster and team, where sometimes 
the brakes would not entirely check the de- 
scent of an ore-wagon, until one of the 
néarly-level places had been’ reached, the 
teamsters were carefal to keep the surface 
of the read clean and simooth., 

By constant practice | managed at last to 
ride my 52-inch “ University” roadster up 
the whole slope to the Spondulix, of course 
resting at levels, but my chiet delight was 
the coasting down again; It required skill, a 
good deal of nerve, and 4 firm grasp of the 
brake. 

One evening an. accident ocenrred to one 
of those engaged at the mine. I instantly 
got out my bicycle, explaining that 1 could 
go swifter than a horse down the siope. In 
afew minutes | had on my riding-suit and 
was olf. 

The night was clear and crisp; the full 
moon, exceptin afew curves, shone directly 
into the gulch, lighting up the road. Lean- 
ing well back, with my legs over the handles, 
and a firm finger on the brake, I altowed the 
wheel to glide down the first long slope at a 
speed which lLhad never dared to venture 
before. Findmg the motion safe, | allowed 
the machine to run faster, and still faster. 
Over the first level I shot like an arrow. 
Down the next slope 1 seemed w glide on 
the rushing wind. Then I turned a curve 
andran into the shadow of the monntain 
upon the next level. Kuowing every ineh of 
the coad, however, I did not slacken speed, 
except very slightly. 

As lI fiew over the top of the next slope, a 
steep plunge of nearly half a mile, another 
curve completety shut out the moon, makin 
the road almost as dark as a pocket. Lbere 
put down the brake hard, and cheeked my 
speed materially. Still 1 knew the rvad so 
well that I had nofear. But just as | was 
u —_ _ steepest plunge of the slope—— 

tink! 

Something flew from the machine likea 
bullet. Instantly the wheel darted forward 
like the rush of a frightened bird, while the 
brake lever came home to the steering-bar 
under my finger. 

The brake had. broken short off in the 
elbow! 

‘There was nothing to eheek the machine, 
which was running away with me, with over 
five miles of mountain grade before me, and 
the chance of meeting a team any moment in 
the dark. 1 might have leaped backward off 
the machine at the instant of the break, but 
five seconds afterwards it was too late. ‘To 
attempt a dismount would be certain death. 
There was nothing to do but stick to the sad- 
die and take my chances. 

Withia thirty seconds the machine had ac- 
quired a velocity never before experienced 
by mortal rider. The sensation was like that 
of falling through the air. Therush of the 
atmosphere past me was like a fearful gale. 
The wheel no longer felt the inequalities of 
the road. lt seemed to glide smoothly over 
a perfect plane. lL felt nosenseof shocks 
from pebbles, or hollows, or pretuberanees. 
In tact, I believe that there were many places, 
especially when] shot over the brow ofa 
steeper incline, where the whole machine 
took a flying hop, or rather a long, skimming 
ci through the air, without touching the 
roa 

It was lucky that I had practiced so much 
coasting down this very road, and that [I 
knew every inch of itso thoroughly. Going 
at that amazing speed, leaning far back in 
the saddle, the steering was somewhat novel 
and peculiar. the speed gave the wheel such 
an obstinate disposition to keep on a straight 
line that Leonid not have turned a short 
curve if I had tried. <A very little too much 
turning of the steering-bar would have 
wrenched it instantly from my hands, and 
smashed the wheels to fragments. But my 
practice had taught me the necessity of 
making my curves long and easy when coast- 
ing at great speed; and by instinct my grasp 
upon the steerine-bar was that of despera- 
tion, both my arms being kept as firm, yet 
flexibie, as spring steel. 

When the accident happened, I was just 
entering a dark curvein the shadow of the 
mountain. ‘She wallon my right appeared 
a dark, almust invisible brown, while the 
chasm on my left was of an inky blackness. 
AsI rounded the hollow of the curve, I 
could see the moonlight shining far ahead on 
the point of the elbow which I must turn 
where the road was channeled into the wall. 
As I approached it I had the sense and nerve 
to run on the outer side of the road, close to 
the edge of the cafion, thus giving myself as 
broad a turn as possible. Lfound by the 
track of the wheel afterwards, that at the 
sharpest turn I had actually ridden within 
three inches of the extreme edge for several 
rods, where, if 1 had been goi at a less 
fearful speed, the wheel would certainl y 
have slipped over the edge, and carried me 
down a fall of 1,000 feet. 

Safely past this, the worst point, the re- 
maining curves were easy. ‘Thus far there 
had been no time te think. My actions were 
more instinctive than reasoning. My mind 
was a mild, confused whirl of sensations and 
fears. . 

But now, as I shot down the last steep in- 
cline, suddenly I experienced a terrible 
mental shock. It was caused by hearmg the 
tinkle of a bell far below, and seeing ths 
spark of a lantern such as the mine teams- 
ters carry in front of their wagons. There 
was ateam, perhaps atrain of teams, com- 
ing upthe road! In afew seconds I should 
be upon them. The shock made me think, 


and that clearly. If the teamster was 
walking beside his team, he would 
be oni the _ inside, next to the 


mountain wall, and the team would be fn the 
middie of the road. If he was riding, the 
team would be kept near the mountain wall, 
and at a safe distance from the outer edge of 
the track. Either way my best chance was 
to pass on the outside. As I approached, 
therefore, I ran close to the outside etiige of 
the track, and flew by in safety, hearing the 
teamster shout as Idid so. Hereit was 
lucky that 1 was going at such great speed, 
for the teamster saw the red light of my lan- 
tern when I was nearly a mile distant, and 
recognizing it, he started his team toward 
the outer edge of the road, 80 a8 to give me 
the safest passage on the imside; bus 1 was 
upon and past him before the team could be 
driven over, otherwise Ishould have surely 
ran into them. 

And now the wheel ran along the level at 
the bottom of the mountain, still my fright- 
ful velocity did not perceptibly diminish. I 
ran out past the works and into and along 
the village street. Luckily the street was 
covered thinly with sand—not enough to 
make it bad riding, but sufficient to gradu- 
ally stop a coasting wheel. My speed slack- 
ened perceptibly. Still I ran nearly through 
the village, and then maraged to turn a 
broad corner un up the slope of a side 
street, which fins#t@checked my speed so 
that ventu drop my feet cautiously 
and take the pedals, after touching them as 
they came up for a number of revolutions, to 
help to check the machine. 


And so I finally stopped and leaped to the 


ground exactly in front of Dr. Cameron’s 


house.

IOWA RAILROADS. 


New Roads New Under Way in the 
Hawkeye State. 

Drs MOINSS, [a,, April 27.—[Special. }—Ex-Gov. 
Merrill, the projector of the Toledo, Oskaloosa 
« Western Railroad, has returned from New 
York, where he went to secure financial back- 
ing of his project. Although very reticent, he 
says he met with success, and the road will go 
through. It is stated by the Secretary of the 
company that Russell Sage has taken hold of it, 
which indicates that the Central Lowa is bebind 
it, and that it will be mace a connecting link be- 
tween the Union Pacific and Chicago and the 
Pennsylvania system East, connecting at Fort 
Wayne. From Streator, UL, twaekage arrange- 
ments will be made with the Chicago & Alton, 
which will give a gain of nearly forty miles over 
any other line from Council Biuffs to Chicago. 
The line will pass through Pottawatta- 
mie County southeast, and Cass County 
via Griswold, Adair Cuunty at Fontanelle: 
thence to Winterset, in Madison County; In- 
dianola,im Warren County; thence to Oskaloosa, 
where connection will be made with the Chica- 
xO, Burlington & Paeitic. new ownea by the 
Central lowa, and being built to Keitbsburg; 
thence to Peoria and Toledo. The main line will 
pase Chicago about sixty miles south. through 

ankakee and Piymouth, thus giving a short 
reute to the scabuard. Already tweive towa- 
ships have votec @ tax to the road, and twelve 
bave yet to vote. The surveys are well ad- 
vanced, and there are no great obstructions to a 
satisfactory route. The heaviest work is 
through Puttawattamie County, and in getting 
into ludianola and W rnterset. 

Apropos to this the Diagonal is making a nip- 
aud-tuck race with Merrili to get to Council 
Biuffs from Winterset, and it is rumored that 
forces will be withdrawn from other portions of 
this line and put on between these two points, 
lor the purpose of beading off Merrill, as the 
Diagonal is not dependent on subsidies. It is 
quite certain botb roads wil! not be built. 

The Central lowa under its present régime is 
becoming one of the leading trunk lines of the 
State, and witb its projeeted extensions com- 
pleted prove a formidable competitor for other 
en as it will give shorter distance to the 

ast. 

The Sioux City & Pacific bas now completed 
an extension to Valentine, Neb,, the seat of the 
new County of ogg? & on Niobrara River, tour 
miles west of Fort Niobrara, and thirty miles 
south of Rosebud Agency. 

President B. L. Harding, of the Des Moines, 
Osceola & Southera Road, will leave here today 
with several Eastern capitalists,who are inter- 
ested in’ the road, to look over the ground for 
the extension of the. road from Decatur 
City southwest. They will go by wagons 


to . /J0@ one route and = return 
by another, there being two routes 
pro via Bethany and Maysville.

Already twenty-eight manifesting stations 
bave been established, beginning at Fort Wayne 
and extending west, with principal cities, to 
Kansas City. e resultisa marked difference 
in the transit of freigbt,.the time to this city 
now being shortened to seven days from New 
York and nine days from Buston. The cars are 
kept constantly moving.

AN ECCENTRIC MILLIONAIRE.

Some people 
laughed at him, to his very face: and all who 
were not so successful as he had been envied 
him. Of uncertain origin, he began his career 
as an apprentice, and managed tg attain wealth, 
fame, and even a title, without genius or even 
much talent. When young be became ac- 
quainted with one Wiese, who, baving long 
servea in American iron-safe establishments, 


contided to Wertheim the secret uf the Ameri- 
can safe-lock, and the latter persuaded some 
iends to invest a smal! capital in 4a manufac- 
ea of iron safes. He died worth about 6,000,000 
florins.

He wore these decorations upon every 
possible occasion, and the staunchest sa rters 
of honors of this Kind eould not have refrained 
from a smile at the sight of the wizen little maa 
when be had ali his crosses and stars pinned on 
to the frost of his old-fashioned frock-coat. 
He was never 40 bappy as when he could enter 
a ballroom dressed in this fashion, and ever s- 
body bad a nod of recognition from bim. But with 
strained ears, he listenei whether the noa was 
followed by “Good evening, Baron.” If the 
tithe were omitted he etared, iooked at the 
offender severely through a gold eyeglass, and 
did pot return the gsiute.

THE PEACE CONGRESS. 
NO NATION REFUSED TO ENTER IT. 
WaAsHInGTON, D.C., April 27.—The forthcom- 
ing avnuai volume of diplomatic correspond- 
ence, now nearly ready for public distribution, 
shows that the invitation ef the United States 
for a peace congress of all nations in North and 
South America was accepted very promptly by 
nearly every Government to which it was sent. 
There was none of the diplomatic delay usually 
attending important propositions. Mexico ac- 
cepted with great cordiality, declaring that 
the “™ deserved the most sincere 
and applause.” Guatemala, 
- @nd Honduras accepted at 
reservation. Nicaragua 
and Costa Rica cordially approved the design, 
but deferred a formal acceptance until they 
could learn definitly that the congress wouid 
aseeaible. Venezuela accepted in the most en- 
thusiastic response, believing that the labor of 
the congress would be oveneticial to peace 
throughout America, and thence exert an iatlu- 
ence u Europe. Evenin Chili, where ex- 
traordinary objecuons were anticipated, the 
Foreign Secretary replied that the laudabie 
purpose for which the congress was invited 
must meet the approval of all nations. Brazil, 
the only American munarchy, accepted the in- 
vitation cordially, the Emperor's Government 
deciaring that Brazil was deeply interested in 
the movement.

HALLETT KILBOURNE. 
HE WILL PUSH HIS SUIT FOR ARBITRARY 
IMPRISON MENT. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 27.—{Special.]—The 
case of Haliett Kilbourne against ex-Sergeant- 
at-Arms Thompson, on account of false impris- 
onment in the matter of the real-estate pool in- 
vestigation before Congress, has not been aban- 
doned. It will be remembered that the jury 
awarded $100,000, the full amount claimed, and 
that Judge Wylie set aside the verdict on the 
ground that it was excessive. Mr. Kilbourne is 
soon to bring the case again to trial, and has en- 
gaged Senator Voorhees as his counsel. The 
case is noted for the decision of the United 
States Supreme Court, in accordance with which 
it is practically brought, which, in a positive 
way, deciared that the powers of Congress over 
the private papers of citizens, under the Con- 
stitution, are not of that despotic and absolute 
character which .Congressmen had bitnerto 
ciaimed. 


THE THURMAN ACT. 
NO REPLY FROM THE UNION PACIFIC. 

WASHINGTON. D. C., April 27.—[Special.]—Sec- 
retary Teller said this afternoon that he had not 
as yet received the letter of Sidney Dillon, 
President of the Union Pacific Railroad, in reply 
to the demand of the Interior Department for 
the payme nt ef money due under the Thurman 
act. Mr. Teller stated, however, that he ex- 
pected that the reply would be a counter-state- 
ment. From other sources it is learned that the 
Union Pacific will claim that the Government 
is indebted to the company in the sum of $4,000,- 
000. The question undoubtedly can only ve adju- 
dicated in the courts. Atleast two United States 
Senators who are closely watching the relations 
of the railroads and the Government say that 
they are determined that ameudments shall be 
made to the Thurman act by the next Congress 
which will make it effect, if it is not now ef- 
fective.

Ex-Speaker Randal! appears at the Treasury 
as the advocate of the highest duty on rice 
against the brewers, and bas indicated to Secre- 
tary Folger that he shall appea/ from his de- 
cision.

STATE AFFAIRS. 


Gov. Waller Attacked by Democrats in 
the Connecticut Legislature—-A Fam- 
ily Row. 

HARTFORD, Conn., April 27.—[Special.]—The 
long-existing dissension in the Democratic 
camp found voice on the floor of the House of 
Representatives this afternoon, when RKepre- 
sentative Perry Jr., member from Hartford, 
representing the anti-Waller faction, made a 
scathing attack on the veto received trom Gov. 
Waller. The bill vetoed provided that clerks of 
the courts shali send statistics of divorce cases 
to the State Board of Health, and that the cost 
in each case (fifty cents) be paid by the person 
to whom the divorce is granted. Mr. Perry said 
it appeared that the Guovernatorial intellect bas 
been in labor and has brought forth 
a mouse. He characcerized it as 
a little fifty-cent affuir, unworthy of 
notice by the Governor. Representative Cleve- 
land, who is Perry’s colleague, called bim to 
order; but Perry replied sharply that he pro- 
posed to be censor of his own ianguage. Con- 
tinuing, be said: “We have had many sensa- 
tions this year—dynamite on the other side, and 
Gov. Butler's vetoes in Massachusetts. The jat- 
ter remind me of the V nickels which the Gov- 
ernment hat ceased to coin because they are 
not in conformity witb the law. ‘hese V nick- 
els bave a head and date, the * United States of 
America; E Pluribus Unum,” and V, the 
proper character for tive.

A Contract Agreed Upon Binding 
the Pooled Lines for Six 
Months.

New York, April 27.—(Special.]—After four 
days’ labor the members of the Joint Executive 
Committee, passenger department, of tbe 
trunk-line railroads and their connections, have 
agreed upon a form of contract under 
which they will work for a period 
of six months from March 1, The 
contract is deciared by -railroad-men 
who have been present to be the most complete 
and perfect of its kind ever formulated, and one 
whicb, if lived up to, will put an end to all possi- 
bilities of railroad rate wars in the fut- 
ure, lt is benefitial to the public 
only in 80 far as it -ineures 
for them a uniform or regular tariff so long as 
the contract continues in force. The contract 
provides for the pooling of all earnings between 
competitive points east of the Mississippi River 


and the seaboard. The details of 
the workings of the roads under 
the contract, such as the readjustment 
of rates between differential fare points, the 
extension of his system to ail competitive points 
reached by the roads which are members of the 
committee, and tne reallotment of percentages 
were ieft for consideration at a meeting of the 
committee to be heid in this city

The question of a**time war” was settle

the New York, Pennsylvania & Ohbio time. 
If necessary for perfection, the earning: for 
through business between ali competitive points, 
even those of a somewhat local vharacter, will 
be pooled, and the division uf the earnings will be 
based uponthe actual net earnings. The agree- 
went will require that all earnings within the 
territory inciuded between these points shall 
ulso be pooled. At the meeting to be held next 
mouth differential rates are to be established, 
not only between points on the seaboard and the 
priocipal points for tratlic in the West, but the 
plan pursued with such general satistaction is 
to be extended and carried to minor points of 
competition. Thus differential rates will be es- 
tablished between the competitive points ef 
Western territory, as between Buffalo and Chi- 
cago, Buffalo and St. Louis, Chicago and St 
Louis, Coiumbus and St. Louis, and various 
other points between which two or more roads 
are competing for business. These rates will be 
estabiisned upon the same general pian as that 
now in operation and governi the rates be- 
tween the existing Eastern and Western ciffer- 
ential fare pvints, giving advantages to the 
weaker and jess desirable routes. 

It was at first thought best to establish sub- 
Sidiary pools between these points, but such 
a plan would have resulted in the establishment 
of a very large number of pools, and would have 
entailed so mucb expense that it had to be 
abandoned,and the general pool pian wus decided 
upooin its stend. itis stated by railroad men 
that the carrying outof this plan isa matter of 
detail that can be easily agreed upon, and itis 
looked upon as the only possibleway of putting 
an end to petty rate-wurs of the West. 

The most difficult question to adjust, the set- 
tlement of percentages, wae left to the meet- 
ing next month. Much dissatisfaction exists 
upder the present allotment. These matters 
were the subject of discussion at the meet- 
ing just ended, and are the benes of 
contention to be gnawed upon at the coming 
meeting, and be satisfactorily cleaned before 
the plan so auspiciousiy conceived cup be per- 
fected and made to work smoothly and satis- 
factorily. A numberof the railroad managers 
talked with today are contident this can be done. 

The freight department of the Joint Execu- 
tive Committee could not compiete its work to- 
day, and adjourned to meet at ll o'clock tomor- 
row at the Windsor Hotel. All the matters 
under discussion are in the hands of committees, 
who will report to the General Managers. 


The Steamboat Lines Explode a Bomb- 
shell Among the Rallrvuads—They HRe- 
fuse to Join Them in Their Fight 
with the Railroads. 

A meeting of the representatives of roads 
runni st and southeast from this city was 
held y@Sterday afternoon at Commissioner 
Moore's ollice. It was a most mysterious affair. 
No one was wiliing to tell what the meeting was 
heid for and what action wastaken. But as all 
the railroad repreresentatives looked unusually 
solemn it was evident that the subject under 
consideration had not been a pleasantone. It 
took a good deal of running about to get at the 
bottom of the mysterious affair, but THe Tris- 
UNE representative after all succeeded in un- 
earthing the secret. 

A few days ago Tuk TRIBUNE announced that 
the railruads had ordered the agents of the 
steamboat lines running between this city and 
Buffalo and Erie not to go on the Board of 
Trade until the fight between the railroads and 
the board was settled. There are but three iines, 
and these carry most of the business. The New 
York Central claims to control the Western 
Transportauon Company; the Pennsylvania, the 
Ancbor Line; and the Erie, the Union Steamboat 
Company, and those roads thought their instruc- 
tions to the agents of the steamboat lines would 
be obeyed, But itappears that they were mis- 
taken, at least so far as the Western ‘Trans- 
portation Company is concerned. The awent 
of that company, Mr. T. N. Bond, ciaims 
that he is not subject to the orders of 
the New York Central: that his 
is an indevendent concern and has simply a 
traffic agreement with the New York Central for 
tne interchange of business, and be therefore 
emphatically rcefuses to obey the mandates of 
the railroads and continues togo on the board to 
solicit business. The agents ot the other steam- 
ship lines do not openly dispute the autbority of 
the raiiroads, but they say they canoot stay 
away from tbe board as long as the representa- 
tion ot the Western Transportation Company 
goes there. The representatives of the Pennsyl- 
vania heard of the refusal of the agent of the 
Western Transportation Company to obey the 
mandate of the trunk lines yesterday after- 
noon, and they atonce calied a meeting ot the 
representatives of the various roads for the 
cousideration of the matter. 

At the meeting everybody claimed to have 
been ignorant of the posinon tuken by the 
steamboat agents, and said that they bad been 
underthe impression that the order had been 
obeyed. It was generally admitted that if the 
ugents could not be prevaiied upon to stay away 
from tne board pending the fight the roads 
would be placed in a bad positiom, as the steam- 
boat lives would have everything their own 
way, and would get away with nearly allof the 
business. It was sugpyested that it was about 
time to bave the light with the board brought to 
a close, and that some steps be taken to end the 
stubborn contest. As those present at the meet- 
ing bad no authority to take decisive action 
without first consulting their Managers, it was 
decided to adjourn until Tuesday, and in the 
meantime secure full instructions as to the ac- 
tion then to be taken. 

It is tinted that the Western Transportation 
Company, which connects with the New York 
Central at Bulfalo, and is controlied by Vander- 
bilt, did not take the action it did witbout in- 
strucvions or consuitation with the Vanderbiit 
officials. It has been rumored for some time 
past that Vanderbilt was getting lukewarm in 
his support of the Pennsylvania in its tight with 
the Bourd of Trade, and that he was trying to 
finda pretext for getting out of the compact: It 
would, of course, bave engendered bitter feel- 
ing if any of his roads bad broken the agree- 
ment, but by quietly instructing the Western 
Transportation Company not to obey the order 
not «Oo fo on the board be expects to gain his 
object just as well, and cannot be openly 
charged with havimy deserted the Pennsylvania.

Last failit reported, awarding $39,000 
to Watson. The amount was deemed excessive, 
and application for a new commission was made. 
In order to obtain standing in court, the rail- 
road represented that it wanted more land 
than the first application covered. The appli- 
cation has been stubbornly contested, eminent 
counsel being engaged on either side, who in the 
final arcument before Judge Merwin today were 
reinforced by Roscoe Conkling on behaif of 
Watson and Francis Kernan on behaif of the 
railroad. Mr. Conkling spoke nearly five hours, 
presenting two points in opposition to the ap- 
inting of a new commission—tirst, that the 
fest Shore & Buffalo Railroad Company has 
not a legal existence, and therefore cannot 
acquire a title to land; second, the 
application is not made in good faith. 
He claimed that there was a North River Con- 
struction Company and a North River Railroad 
Company, the latter a paper road, which agreed 
to lease itseif for ninety-nine years to the Lake 
Ontario & Western Railroad, or forty-four years 
longer than it badaright to exist. The Lake 
Ontario Road agreed to do certain work for tne 
North River RKesilroad Company, for which 
the Construction Company agreed to give 
$2,000,000 in stock which had not been 
eubscribed and $10,000,000 in bonds, 
The North River Railroad Company consoli- 
dated with the West Sbore & Buffalo Compa- 
ny, the fiction with the Lake Ontario & West- 
ern being held to represent the $10,000 subscrip- 
tion required pi! law for the North River Road. 
The company thus illegally formed contracted 
with itself under the name of the North River 
Construction Company to build the West Shore 
& Buffaio Railroad from Weebawken, N. J., to 
Oneida, N. Y. The Construction Company, said 
Mr. Conkling, not oaly owns, but absolutely 
coatrois this railroad company, and vice versa. 
Mr. Conkling beid seeoudly that the West Shore 
Company wanted no more of Watson's iand 
than it asked for at first, but hoped through 4 
second cemmission tosecure its right-of-way 
for lese than its value. Mr. Kernan maintained 
that the evidence taken by the_ reference 
showed that every movement of the West-Shore 
Company was made in good faith; that whatever 
the status of the North Kiver Company the con- 
solidated West Sbore & Buifalo Company was ia 
accordance with law, and its subscriptions and 
cash paid in were bona fide and to the full 
amount. The affidavit of the officers maintained 
that the applications for the additional land of 
Watson is made in good faith. Judge Merwin 
is expected to render a decision at an early day, 
as the delay is seriously inconveniencing the 
railroad company. 


Contractfor the Sale of the Hannibal & 
St. Joseph Formally Executed. 

NEW York, Aprii27.—[(Special.)}—The contract 
for the sale of the controlling interest in the 
Hannibal & St. Joseph Railroad to the Chicago, 
Burlington & Quincy Company was formaily 
executed this afternoon, according to state- 
ments made by President William Dowd of the 
Hannibal & St. Jo, and Mr. W. &. Connor. The 
preliminary agreement for the sale had 
been signed by the holders of 78,000 
shares of the common stock, when Rus- 
sell Sage nd others caused a  “4hitch in 
the transaction by refusing to surrender the 
stocks unless the purchasing company would 
agree to insert a securing clause in the 
5 per cent bonds which were to be given in pay- 
ment for the purchased stock. Mr. Conner said 
this afternoon that all objections to the original 
terms of the agreemeut had been withdrawn, 
and that the holders ofa majority of the shares 
of the common stock had signed the final con- 
tract. Nostipulation bad been made as to the 
kind of bonds to be given by the Chicago, Bur- 
lington & Quincy people further than that the 
bonds shouid bear interest at ihe rate of 5 per 
cent per annum, and should be  frst- 
class marketable bonds. Mr. Dowd stated 
that the contract had been brought to New York 
from Boston, bearing the signature of Charlies 
E. Perkins, President of the Chicago, Burling- 
ton & Quincy Railroad ye It was 
signed today by hi.nself. Jay Gould, Washington 
EK. Conner, Sidaey Dillon, John Bloodgood, and 
Mr. Ames, représenting altogether between 5),- 
000 and 60,000 shares of common stock. The 
transfer of the stock is to be made between now 
and May 20. The contract will be presented to 
the smaller bolders for their signatures tomor- 
row. Mr. Dowd also said that the 5 per cent 
bonds which were to be exchanged 
for the Hannibal & St. Joseph stock were to be 
nothing more than the plain bonds of the Chi- 
cago, Burlington & Quincy Railroad Company. 
About $3,000,000 of the preferred stock is repre- 
sented by the signatures aiready appended to 
the agreement for the sale of that stock to the 
Chicago, Burlington & Quincy. The latter com- 
pany, it is allewed, agreed to take the preferred 
stock at par, paying for it with its 5 per cent 
bonds, providing the holders of $4,000,000 agreed 
to the terms of the saie. The purchase involved 
also a contract with the Western Union Tele- 
graph Company extending to all the lines of the 
railroad company. There had been a question 
whether the contract with the Chicago, Bur- 
lington & Quincy Road extended to ana em- 
braced leased and new lines, but this has been 
met by the execution of a new contract.

THE RESULTS OF A USELESS SEARCH. 


SPRINGFIELD, IIL, April 27.—[Special.J— 


The Joint Committee to Visit Penal and RKe- 
formatory Institutions, which has been in- 
yestigating the charges of mismanagement 
against the Southern Illinois Penitentiary, 
reported to both branches of the General 
Assembly today. Senator Torrance and 
Representatives Nichols, Messick, and Hawk 
joined in a majority report, exonerating the 
management from about all the charges, but 
criticising it in one or two respects where 
it was considered rather vulnerable. Sena- 
tor Bell presented a minority § report, 
coneurring with the majority except 
on two points, where he paw elaborated 
his views, and succeeded in his main object 
of getting in a political dig at the Cullom Ad- 
winistration, and reading the penitentiary 
efticials and the public generally a moral 
lecture on the evils of option dealing. 

In regard to the question of drunkenness 
of officials the committee find that one or two 
subordinates occasionally took too much, 
but were careful not to let the Warden know 
it. It was also found that the discipline was 
all that could be expected. It has erred on 
the side of humanity. The action of some of 
the officials in dealing in options is criticised ; 
but as they stopped it before they had become 
public, the committee believe they will not 
do it aguin. The charges of having work 
done by convicts for the use of the officials 
were not sustaine@ ‘The opinion is ex- 
pressed that the interests of the State and of 
the prisoners have not suffered. The ma- 

ority report is signed by Torrance, Nichols, 
awks, and Messick. 
, THE MINORITY. 

The minority report, signed by Senator 
Bell, lays stress on the intemperate habits of 
some of the guards, and asserts that the 
standard of those employed about the prison 
was not sufficiently high. The tardiness in 
ee unwortby officials was not, how- 
ever, the fault of the Warden or Commis- 


sioners such men wefe held in office

whereby they did not feel at liberty tos 
marily cut the heads off of unworthy s$ub- 
ordinates.

ILLINOIS CENTRAL. 
INVESTIGATORS’ IDEAS. 

SPRINGFIELD, Ill., April 27.—[Special.|— 
The House Finance Committee this morning 
submitted its report on the Lllinois Central 
Railway investigation: The report, which 
was ordered printed, cites the resolution un- 
der which the committee was organized, and 
proceeds to givearehash of the testimony 
and the;results of the examination of the 
books. The committee find that the books 
are easily understood and correct, with the 
exception of one item of $191 as the earnings 
of the Cairo wharf-boat, which is explained 
by the Auditor as occurring through a 
change in the manner of making the as- 
sessments. The term “misceilaneous”’ 
in the road’s report was found to consist of 
the gross earnings of sleeping-cars, rent of 
property, tracks and docks, dockage, stor- 
age, Cairo wharf-boat, switching, and train- 
men’s agencies. 

PRO-RATING. 

On the subject of pro-rating, or “ car- 
hauls,’? the committeé find that the allow- 
ance of $8 from Gilman to Chicago, a distance 
of eighty-one miles, is about a fair and just 

roportion for the main iine, the rate from 

Cankakee being likewise equitable. This 
view is based chiefly on the fact that the 
auxiliary line, or feeder, bears the trouble 
and expense of originating the freight, sta- 
tion service, switching, ete.

EARNINGS. 

The committee considered carefully the 
question of why the gross earnings had not 
increased materially, although the business 
had doubled since 1871. ‘The reason for this 
isfound in the reduction of the tariff-rates. 
if the rates had been kept at the figures of 
1871, with the increase in the volume of bust- 
ness, there would have been an increase of 
gross earnings from 1871 to 1882 of $20,000,000 
on all the lines, and the difference on the 
strictly Lilinois lines would have been $11,- 
303,089, making a difference which would 
bave accrued to the State of $791,272. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 
_ In conclusion, the committee suggest that 
in the future each source of revenue be sep- 
arately enumerated, and that the Governor 
employ an expert to verify the annual re- 
ports. 

The committee were treated well by the 
officers of the Illinois Central Railroad, and 
granted every facility to pursue the investi- 
gation in the most thorough manner,

From Liverpool to New York in the 
Steerage Among Emigrants from 
the Old World. 


Great Improvements Made in a Few 
Years by the Power of the Press 
and Steam. 


Emigrants Are Stowed Away~The 
Food Wholesome and Plentiful— 
Ventilation Bad.

The treatment of immigrants during the 
Atlantic voyage has been the subject of 1¢- 
peated official inquiry and investigation. The 
importance of all questions relating to the 

safety, comfort, and health of the vast mul- 

titudes continually arriving on these shores 
for permanent settlement in the country has 
been toa certain extent recognized by the 

Government; repofts and inquiries have 

been ordered, resolutions have been passed 

and bills have been brought in, nuurerous 
debats have taken place, and the matter has 
been thoroughly ventilated time and again, 
pnt, legislative enactments have been very 
slow to follow. The act of March 3, 1855 (10 
etat., 715), * To regulate tRe carriage of pas- 
sengers in steamships and other vessels,” 
repealed all previous enactments of 
the. kind, and since that date there 
“has been practically no  Congres- 
sional legislation on the subject. 

A decision of the United States Supreme 

Court in 1876 deelared the New York State 

Immigration law unconstitutional on the 

ground that the matter was one for National 
and not for State legislation, and to meet this 

an act was passed last year placing the chief 
executive power in the hands of the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, with permission to 
contract with State Commissioners or others 
to take charge of local affairs of immigra- 
tion in the ports in each State. The

acter that would harmonize as 

ras possible with the laws of other coun- 

t bas been generally acknowledged. 

Measures are now pending which cover the 

whole ground; these embody the bill which 

passed through Congress some time ago and 
was vetoed by the President, with the ex- 
treme or objectionable clauses modified or 
eliminated. 

WHAT NEW YORK HAS DONE. 

The action of the New York State Legisla- 
turé, the powers granted the New York Im- 
migration Commissioners, and the indefati- 
gable and effectual work continually per- 
formed by this board, have been the princi- 
pal causes Operating for the safety and pro- 

“tection of immigrants so far as the United 

States is concerned. In a previous article it 
has been shown that three-fourths of 
the total immigration passes through the 
Portof New York. The work of the Com- 
missioners at Castle Garden been 
especially commended. The Ward’s Isiand 
institution for sick and destitute iuimigrants, 
the temporary hospitals at the Garden, and 
the general assistance given, information im- 
parted, and care exercised for the comfort 
and convenience of Immigrants, have been 
otinfinit vaiue to them and to the country. 
The value of this work was recognized long 
ago by the English authorities, and became 
known through various channels all over 
Europe, epee unquestionably an incite- 
ment to Kuropean emigration.

It is a well-known fact 
that the of steerage-steward is one of the 
most table on shipboard, owing to the sys- 
tematic Diackmailing of passengers for tritling 
favors. 

THE THIRD DECK. 

The third deck in the case referred to was 
about four feet below the water-line. It was 
divided into two parts, reached by different 
hatcbways, one being for singte men and the 
other for Murried couples, females, and chii- 
dren. Each side of the deck was partitioned off 
into littie apartments. The space in the centre 
was occupied by two rows of narrow tabies and 
benches en which the passengers ate their 
meals, and waslighted by olllamps. Small side- 
lights ur deadeyes of thick giassof about six 
inches in diameter, which were above the water 
lime, served to ligot the sleeping compartments. 

here was a parrow passage up the centre of 
each compartment scarcely wide enough to al- 
low two people to pass. On each side were two 
tlers of berths, one above another, running 


at right angles to the passage, the 
berths separated by a narrow  mov- 
able board, and the whole structure 


suggestive of the coffin-shelving fu an under- 
taker’s workshop. Into these cribs the passen- 
gers Crawied on all-fours, sixteen persons being 
allotted to each compartment—on each side four 
above and four below. The room in its entirety 
measured about fourteen feet by seven, and was 
about sevon feet high. The floors, though 
swept and sprinkied with sawdust daily, were 
invariably dirty. The vessel was undoubtedly 
overcrowded (legally), and a considerable portion 
of the space intended for eating and general 
purposes Jad been used to erect new berths on 
in order to supply the advertised “‘ample ac- 
commodations”’’ for the surplus passengers. 


THE FOOD IS FAIR. 


There was sitting-room for only about one- 
sixth of the people, and the remainder either ate 
standing or waited a turn at the table, 
or carried the food to their __ cribs. 
There was an abundance of food, and 
though not served in a very appetizing form, 
or by cleanly attendants, it was, as a tule, of a 
wholesome and substantial character and gave 
perfect satisiaction. The butter was especiaily 
strong. The writer rashiy visited the pantry ou 
one occasion—the pantry was the last xapart- 
ment in the stern of the ship and was filled with 
barrels of biscuit and butter, except a spot on 
each side where a couple of sailors siept—and 
on opening the door an odor emerged almost 
substantial enough to be cutintochanks, Taken 
as a whole, bowever, the food could not be com- 
lained of—the meat, soup, potatoes, tea, cof- 
ee, bread, etc., were ail good, and a person who 
had boarded ia New York or Chicago a while 
would probably pass no remark on the butter. 


BAD VENTILATION. 
The ventilation was the principal thing to 


complain of. Notwithstanding that a sys- 
tem of artificial ventilation was in 
use the air was always foul when 


the passengers were below, and it seemed 
to be much worse in the femaie and married di- 
vision than the other. lna storm when the 
hatchways were closed and the ventilators could 
not be used it Was simply poisonous. Most of 
the immigrants spent about sixteen bours of 
the twenty-fourio the open air, and of course 
felt noiajury from the crowding. Cvuasidering 
that the great bulk of the immigraovts have lived 
in wretched hoveis ali their life, and buve suf- 
fered more or less physical privacion, it ie not to 
be wondered at tthe abundant supply of 
tood and easy hotel-sort of life ona big steam- 
ship gives them the utmost satisiacdon. Com- 
plaints are now very rure and are generaily 
tound te come from cbronic grum- 
blers. The steerage steward may 
impose on the passengers under his 
supervision by charging them for the liberty of 
baving a berth in-a particular compartment 
where acquaintances or friends are, or by pro- 
viding stall! necessaries which the passenger is 
withuut, and in various other ways; but each 
passenger can hold the berth whose number cor- 
responds to that on his ticket, and need not al- 


‘low bimseilf to be imposed on if be asks no spe- 


cial fayors. and ubserves the reruiations on 
board. When itis considered that passengers 
are provided with ampie board and transported 
3,00U miles for $2i—the tariff reed on by the 
North Atiantic conference in Junuary last—the 
comforts of @ Cabin passage Cannot be expected, 
and it woul be unjust to the com- 
panies to make the law too stringent 
on the subject. Ordinary restrictions relative 
to the safety of the vesseis and the health of 
the passengers are all that seem tobe necessary, 
the companies finding it to their own interest to 
pay attention to the “comfort” of those they 
transport. >

The Failure of the Chicage Boffling ) 


Company. 

The Chicago Ruffling Company, which began 
business in a small way in 1578, on Fifth avenue, 
and was incorporated as a stock company under 
the State iaws of the following year, was closed 
ap yesterday by the Sheriff at its latter place of 
business, No, 62 and 154 Wabesh avenue. The 
leading spirit of the company recentiy, Mr. 
George H. Johnson, could not be found, all 
inquiries concerning bim being to the effect 
that he was prostrated by the collapse and couid 
not be geen. The company dealt; largely with 
Eastern firms in laces, ruches, embroideries, 
silks, etc. A gentleman claiming to be a repre- 


sentative of a leading silk house was seen at the 

eompany’s late headquarters, who volunteered 

the information that the company had aisposed 

of a lot of silks recently consigned to it by his 
the dollar 


firm at 580 cents on in order 
to raise money to bridge over the 
difficulty. The is. also said 


to be indebted to the lace-dealing firm of Wili- 
jum Berger & Co., of New York, for a large 
amount. The exact amount due these firms 
could not be ascertained, Dut was estimated at 
about $50,000. In addition to this. indebeduess 
it was found that judgments bad been confessed 
in favor of D. 8. Peters for $1547% Preston, 
Kean & Co. $5,687, and Mrs. Ann E. Persing for 
$4,083. Tne capital stock of the company as 
rated by KR. G. Dun & Co.’6 Agency is from 
$10,000 to $20,000. 

The tirst that was known of the shaky condi- 
tion of the company was Thursday, wheu a check 
at Prestou, Kean & Co.’s cank Was protested for 
about $140, the check being in favor of au East- 
eru firm.

Success of the Strike of the Spanish 
Cigarmakers In New York. 

New York, April 27.—[Special.]—The Spanish 
and Cuban cigarmakers who struck last Monday 
for an advance of $2 per 1,000 cigars have been 
successful. The manufacturers held a large 
ineeting today. The smaller manufacturers 
were opposed to acceding to the demands of the 
workmen, but the larger manufacturers who 
have no stock on hand and are overrun with 
orders, thought it advisable to pay the advance 
demanded by the workmen. They argued that 
they themselves would notin any case benefit by 
the reduction of the tax on cigars, because they 
had promised the cigar-desiers to reduce the 
prices of cigars $3. But inasmuch as the work- 
men had demanded an advance of $2 and the 
strippers $1, and seemed determined not to work 
unless paid those rates, it was better to yield to 
their demands. The manufacturers therefore 
decided to end the strike by agreeing to pay the 
udvance demanded, and the men will go to work 
Monday. This vmews was received with much 
joy be the strikers.

CATTLE DISEASE. 


A SATISFACTORY STATE OF AFFAIRS IN 
THIS COUNTRY. 

There was a conference Thursday in Lon- 
don, England, between Lord Carlingford, 
Minister of Agriculture, and a deputation of 
cattie-raisers, headed by the Duke of Rich- 
mond, the subject being the foot-and-mouth 
disease, in the course of which Lord Carling- 
ford said that “ the assertion made in America 
that the disease was practically non-existent 
there might be incorrect, but, practically speak- 
ing. there was very little of the discase in that 
country, especially in the West.” 

A reporter of an evening paper called on Mr. 

J. H,. Sanders, agmember of the Treasury Cattle 
Commission, to 6Obtaiu bis views as to the ex- 
istence and extent of that disease in this ceun- 
try. In reply to a question be said: 
* We have not a single case of foot-and-mouth 
disease in America—either in Canada or the 
United States. The only cases of that disease 
we have ever bad were direct importations 
from~-Great Britain. A year ago some cases 
were imported here which were brought direct 
from Great Britain, but they were discovered 
ou landing and the stock was put into quaran- 
tine, and the disease was stamped out. Foot- 
hud-mouth disease is a disease which is very 
easily traced and stamped out. It does not in- 
capacitate to any great extent, and is very 
easily put out. We have never had aay but 
isolated cases in the country; and they bave 
been detected and stamped out before there 
was any chance of the disease spreading. 

* There is no pleuro-poueumonia in any part of 
the country but ina few of the Eastern States 
bordering on the seaboard. We had an unusual 
amount of Texan fever last year, because of 
the transfer Of animais from infected districts, 
but Texan fever is adisease which bard frost 
effectuaHy stamps out. Consequently it can get 
no bold in the Northern States, for the hard 
frost completely stamps it out every winter. 

“Nothing can be done toward removing the 
restrictions aguinst the importation of Ameri- 
can cattie into Engiand until the last vestige of 
pleuro-pneumonia is stamped out bere, but the 
General Government is doing all in its power to 


we it out. 

“We have had, during the last two or three 
months, an unusual degree of foot-and-mouth 
disease in Great britain, and the Government 
bas put into force very stringent regulations in 
regard to the internal movement of cattle so as 
to prevent the spread of tne disease, and I sus- 
pect that anything that was said about the ex- 
istence of the disease here was only brought in 
incidentally. I presume the object of the con- 
ference was to try and have the stringent reru- 
lations concerning the internal movement of 
cattle relaxed in some way.” 


A CHANGE OF VENUE. 

DR. GEORGE KELLOGG, THE ALLEGED ABOR- 
TIONIST, TAKES HIS CASE TO THE HIGHEST 
COURT. 

Dr. George Kellogg, one of the defendants in 
the Kellogz-Vannornu:m abortion case, bgs tak- 
en a change of venue, and it matters nothing to 
him whether the witnesses who were spirited 
away from the police are found or not. Dr. 
Kellogg died yesterday morning at his residence, 
corner of Jackson street and Wincbester avenue, 
of pneumonia, having been ill about a week. 
He was under $5,000 bail at the time of his 
death. The prominence with which Dr. Kellogg 
figured in Mrs. Vaonornum’s’§§ disreputabie 
lying-in hospital, broken up by the volice last 

ecember, is stilifamHiar toall. Dr. Kellogg, 
who was 52 years old, came bere from Buffalo, 
where bis reputation was vot the best in the 

world. Previous to that he had served for a 

short time as a surgeon in the War. He was 

employed by this city for a brief period during 
the smail-pox epidemie, and also by the State 

Board of Health as an immigrant inspector. He 

was regarded as a fairly competent physician, 

but never had much of “u . practice 
in this city. His connection with the Vannor- 
pum affair made his prospects for a good prac- 
tice stili more sling. He ieaves a wife and sev- 
eral children, Dr. Kellogg was once convicted 
in Buffalo of bigamy, and sentenced to twenty- 
oue years in the penitentiary, but was pardoned 
out in about a year, it being represented that be 
had been made the victim of a wicked scheme 
concocted by a former-mistress. Dr. Kellogg's 
intimate friends believed him innocent of the 
oe under which he rested at the time of his 
eath. 


SUBURBAN, 
LAKE. 

On Fifty-third street, near the Grand Trunk 
Railroad, a series of experiments in breaking 
mammoth masses of iron by the use of dyna- 
mite have been in progress for the last few 
days, under charge ot Prof. M. J. Tearney. For 
several months he and others have been at work 
devising meang by which tne accumulated iron 
from the rolling-mills could be broken into 
fragments and again used. The South Side 
roiling-mills have an immense amount of this 
iron, which is reduced to fragments by a charge 
of dyuamite weighing an ounce. The prodigious 
biocks of iron are placed in a pit several feet 
deep and a steam drill is used to bore a bole into 

the metal. When this is completed the dyna- 
mite is carefully placed in the orifice and a wire 
fron: a battery, situated at a safe distance, is in- 
serted. Several railroad rails are then placed 
over the pit to prevent the escape of the small 
parts, and when this is done the charge is ex- 
ploded. The report is deafening. 

The report of Nelson Morris erecting an ex- 
tensive beef-slaughtering house in the vicinity 
of the Stock-Yards is generally credited at the 
Exchange Buiiding. It has long been known 
that the beef-canning establishment connected 
with his present siaughtering-bouse is not a 
very remunperative investment, and bis desire to 
get out of it isthe cause of the contemplated erec- 
tion of a dressed-beef slaughtering establish- 
ment. Moreover, the feelings existing between 
Armour and Morris over the dressed-beef war 
are not of the most amicable nature.

WHAT HURD CLAIMS TO HAVE HEARD. 

[Washington Sunday Herald (Dem.).] —Frank 
Hurd, Free-Trade Democrat, a member of the 
next Congress from Toledo, will be prominent 
in the debates of next winter on account of his 
past experience, his great knowledge as a 
lawyer, and his eloguence as an orator. He is 
the very sou! of honor. He was a memoer of the 
House when Congress counted in Hayes. He 
was One of the leaders of the minority, which 
fought against the resul.s of the count to the 
very last. He had in bis possession enougo 
facts to have enabled him to defeat the count if 
he had so willed. Mr. Hurd by accident over- 
beard all the essential detuils of the celebrated 
Wormley conference, when John Sherman, Gov. 
Foster, and other Kepublican leaders arranged 
their strategic campaign to hoodwink and de- 
feat the Democrats. Hurd at that time bad 
rooms at Wormiey’s Hotei. After dinner of the 
day the conference was held Hurd went 
to his roum, sat down in an 
easy chair against the dvoor of an 
adjoining room, where he fell asicep. Soon 
after he was waked up by the sound of eager 
voices. He recognized ¢he speakers at once, and 
in a few moments understood the drift of the 
meeting. He sat quietiyin bis chair without 
moving, learning a new lesson in American pol- 
itics. ‘This Wormley conference was held in a 
parior adjoining urd’s room, where almost 
every word uttered wus heard by the leader of 
the intrepid and unyielding Bourbon miuority. 
Yet Hurd uever made any use of his knowledge. 
Neither has he since ever given any account of 
what be beard. Hetold me once about the fact 
of his being made an involuntary eavesdropper, 
and when I asked him what be beard, he replied: 
* Enough to have defeated the counting in of 
Hayes beyond a peradventure, but I could bet- 
ter bave afforded to have bim counted in than 
to bave used illegitimate means to defeat that 
end, I could not afford to go down to bistory as 
an eavesdropper, and sol belid my tongue, pot 
even telling any of my associates until the fight 
was over.” 


THE THREE GREATEST AMERICANS. 

(“Gath” in New York Tribune.)—The great 
intellectual trio of our history are not Clay, Cal- 
houn, and Webster, popular thougb they were, 
but Hamilton, Marshall, and Webster. These 
are three immortals, intellectually greatest, 
and, judged by that standard, no other Ameri- 
can statesman is worthy to be placedin the 
same rank. Hamilton, as the writer of the 
military correspondence of Washington, of the 
Federalist, of the great report on finance, of 
many of Washington's state papers, including 
the farewell address, proved himself to be a 
statesinan, constitutional lawyer, and financier 
of consummate powers and extraordinary gen- 
ius. Jobn Marshall, as the fvunderof Ameri- 
can jurisprudence, earned the titie of the great 
Chief Justice, and as a jurist proved himself the 
peer at least of Eldon, Mansfieid, and Holt. 
Webster, who sat at the feet of Hamilton and 
Marsnali as a reverent worshipper, while lacking 
the learning and versatility of the former and 
the legai lore and marvelous intellectual acute- 
ness of the latter, in a certain mouotain-like 
massiveness of intellect surpassed perbaps all 
modern men. It fs safe to predict that the 
future student of American history will honor 
still more his country’s greatest statesman, 
greatest jurist, and grandest orator.

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Moravian Missions. 
In the year 1882 the Rev. Augustus C. 


Thompson, D. D., of Massachusetts, deliv- . 


ered a series of twelve lectures on Moravian 
Missions in the Theological Seminary 
of Andover. - These lectures have been pub- 
lished in a volume by Charles Scribner’s 
Sons, New York; and a very interesting vol- 
ume itis. The Moravians, or United Breth- 
ren, have their headquarters at Herrnhut, 
Germany, about tifty miles from Dresden, in 
a direction a little to the south of east. The 
Village contains about 1,000 inhabitants—all, 
or nearly all, Moravians. This church was 
originally organized under the patronage of 
Count Zinzendorf, a thoroughly pious man. 
The people are somewhat like the Quakers, 
or Friends, but less formal. They are evan- 
gelical iu their faith, averse to controversy, 
thoroughiy imbued with the spirit of 
missions, favorable to education, simple 
and devout in their lives,  self- 
denying, and earnest in their piety. 
They took their rise on the borders of Bohe- 
miaand Silesiain the times of Huss and 
Jerome, 100 years before the Reformation by 
Luther, Zwingle, and Knox. The church 
was formally organized 1459-1467. These Re- 
formers before the Reformation increased to 
the number of 400,000 in Bohemia, Moravia, 
and Poland. After enduring fierce persecu- 
tions for three-quarters of a century, they 
still numbered 200,000 at the be. inning of the 
Reformation. From 15320 onward they were 
subjected to further persecutions of the most 
cruel character, until the little remnant im- 
wnigrated stealthily to Germany, and founded 
the town of Herrnbut in 1722. Here was the 
pew centre of the United Brethren, or Mo- 
ravians, who have been preeminently a wis- 
sionary church ever since, 

These people constitute the only church 
that is organically one wherever they have 
particular congregauons—in Germany, Kn- 
gland, America, the islands of the sea. They 
lave Bishops without special powers, and 
Provincial Synods, with a General Syn- 
od which meets once in ten “years. 
They have no articles of faith except the 
New Testament, although they nominally 
accept the Augsburg Coufession, to conform 
to arequirementof the government. Such 
distinguished men as Tholuck and Hengsten- 
berg were converted partly through their in- 
fluence, and John Wesley Was for a time as- 
sociated with the English Moravians. Zin- 
zendorf was the first Bishopoft the Mora- 
vians, and did much to inspire them with the 
missionary spirit. He waseducated at Halle 
and Wittenberg: and, in spite of the counter- 
efforts of his friends, devoted himself to min- 
isterial work. Though impulsive, and in- 
clined to mysticism, he proved faithful tw 
the end. No man was ever more calum- 
niated, or bore reproaches with greater 
Christian meekness. He gave shaping to the 
humble people whom he found settiea on his 
estates, on returning afler obtaining his edu- 
canon. From that time onward the Mora- 
vians have had aremarkable history. Some- 
times, especially in England. they have been 
led_iatO errors, but they have recovered 
themselves. And never has their missionary 
zeal declined. 

[n 1727 Zinzendorf directed the first mis- 
sionary movements of the United Brethren, 
which were extended to four different por- 
tions of the Continent of Europe. Two or 
three years later was commenced the mis- 
sion to the West Indies—two or three men 
going forth from the 600 Moravians at home. 
Since that time they have establishcd suc- 
cessful ipissions in several States of South 
Ameriea, in Greenland, in Labrador, among 
the North American Indians, in South Afri- 
ca, and in Australia, besides their work in 
England and the United States. In many of 
these fields they have enceuntered bitter op- 
position and in some cases severe persecu- 
tions. But their labors have been richly re- 
warded. “In spite of an uninviting svil and 
atmosphere, Zinzendort’s grain of mustard- 
seed kept on growing slowly and steadily till 
it has become a great tree, and many are the 
birds of the air that have lodged in the 
branches thereof. Une hundred years ago 
(1790) there were iess than thirty stations: 
now there are more than three times that 
number (ninety-eight), besides fifteen sub- 
stations. A century and a half agoa few 
shillings in the pockets of two poor men 


constituted the entire fund of the 
United Brethren available for foreign 
missions; now the average aunual  in- 


come from Moravian sources aj} home is 
about $100,000, and not far from $150,000 from 
other sources. More than 2,000 brethren and 
sisters (2,158) have engaged in the foreign 
work; and at the present time there are un- 
der the care of the missionaries 74,000 souls— 
more than twice the number of members 
(25,298) in the home churches of the United 
brethren throughout the German, English, 
and American provinces.” “ Yet,’’ adds Dr. 
Thompson, **mere numerical increase of 
converts from heathenism has never been 
their ambition.” “They have striven to per- 
form a genuine work, and seem to have ac- 
complished their purpose. 

Of course, some of the missions: of the 
Moravians have failed. either through unto- 
ward circut.stances, or from the opposition 
of the heathen, or of other Christians. But, 
as a whole, their achievements have been al- 
most miraculous. Ail their missionaries 
have not been well educated; but some of 
them have been and are fine scholars. Nearly 
one in every fifty of their communicants isa 
missionary; and their zeal does not flag from 
generation to generauon. Dr. Thompson 
remarks in closing: “If all Protestant 
churches had been equally devoted, equally 
enterprising for the last century and a half, 
not an unevangelized mau or woman would 
now remain on earth.”’ 


- Truth Sadder than Fiction. 

he second volume of “The Famous 
Women Series” is astrong study of Emily 
Bronté, by A. Mary F. Robinson. There are 
few things in ftiction—even such darkly-ter- 
rible fiction as ** Wuthering Hights’’—more 
pitiful than this actual tragedy of life which 
appeals with such mute and woful force in 
the history.of Emily Bronté’s sorrowful life 
and death. The biography bears internal evi- 
dence that its author has spared no labor of 
investigation or judgment whereby her sub- 
ject may be more truthfully appr. hended. 
The mother but little known and early lost; 
the stern, cold, honorable man whom they 
called father; their lonely, poverty-haunted 
home at Haworth Vicarage; the brilliant, 
selfish, reckless brother who was the idol of 
his five quiet, delicate sisters; the lapping, 
lonely Yorkshire moors, whose only beauty 
comes with the purple tint of autumn, but 
which yet have a subtle and indissoluble 
charm for solitary spirits, and over whose

desolate reaches “larks sing—cuckoos 
call—all the tribes of linnets and 
finches twitter in the bushes—plovers 


moan—wild ducks fly past—more melancholy 
than all, on stormy days the while sea-mews 
ery ””—each of these vital influences is set 
before us with unprejudiced clearness. As 
time goes on, and two sisters follow their 


“young mother to a consumptive’s grave, we 


see how bitter necessity, and unshared 
dreams, and never realized hopes had each 
their share in molding to its unalterable 
shape the proud, defiant, brave, reserved, 
yet infinitly tender mature of Emily. The 
writer of this biography seems to possess a 
rare power of sympathy, which, even more 
than her keen analysis and logical deduc- 
tiovs, places her at a peculiar advantage in 
such a study as the present one. We cali- 
not too highly commend both the motive and 
jts presentation, in this Work, of tard) jus- 
tice to one so widely misunderstood as the 
author of “ Wuthering Hignis” has been 
and is. We learn to know the girl anda wom- 
an who was housekeeper and often imaid-of- 
all-work iu that far-away English vicarage; 
who had a wild and upreasoning horror of 
strangers: and who bore with the awful 


‘reck and: shame of ruinea brotherhoud 
hab ty the good elder sister, Charivtie, 
had no feeling possible but contempt, 
could enter into no association but an eu- 


forced one of unbroken silence. This stran 


shy, distant Emily endured all things aus 
but exile from her beloved moors; they alone 
of all things else around which that fiery 
heart entwined its love and trast—they alone 
never failed her. For tt 


lotte learn the best method of teaching in 
quaint but merry Brussels, she pined and 
faded to the shadow of that queenly, supple 
figure which ranged over her purple York- 
shire deserts with untamed freedom. What 
could be more pitiful thau the vision of this 
homesick girl writing, to ease her aching 
heart, fair pictures of poor home for 
which her constant love could find no. sub- 
stitute ? 
A little and a lone green lane, 
That opened on a common wide; 
A distant, dreary, dim, biue chain 
Of mountains circling every side: 


A heaven so dear, an earth so calm: 
So sweet, so soft. so husbed an air: 
And—deepenoing still the Jream-like charm— 
Wild moor- sheep feeding everywhere. 


As disappointment after disappointment 
falis in the path of her hope—as sisters die 
and the father grows helpless, and she fol- 
lows her brother to his dishonored grave— 
we do not marvel that disease sets its fatal 
seal upon her. And we can almost rejoice 
when that unfaltering will is vanquished by 
the caluw of Death. Above her grave might 
well be repeated the words which close the 
story of “* Wuthering Hights ”—words which 
breathe the only creed She acknowledged— 
courage; and the only hope she admitted— 
the grave’s unbroken peace, alike for good 
and evil: 

Over them aii the wild bilberry springs, and 
the peat-moss and heather. They do not reek 
of the passion, the capricous sweetnees, the 
steady goodness, that lie underneath. It is ail 
one to them, and to the larks singing aloft. 1 
lingered round the graves under that ben:gn 
sky: watched the moths fluttering among the 
heath and harebelis; listened to the soft wind 
breathing through the grass; and wondered how 
any one couldever imagine unaquiet slumbers 
for, the sleepers in that quiet earth.

“Living English Poets” is the title of a 
new publication which may well be called an 
anthology of England’s modern poetry. 


True itis that we miss some names grown: 


dear because of high worth; but the editors, 
in their preface, explain the reasons for one 
or two omissions—rightly considering that 
each will fit his favorit poet into the niche 
of voluntary absence. Most cf these writers 
are as well known on this side of the Atlan- 
tic as on their own; but some are welcome 
acquisitions to vur love of English song. The 
diajeet-verse of William Barnes is not fa- 
miliar to Americans, yet few will fail to ap- 
preciate the true poetic feeling of mournful- 
ness which falls as softly beautiful over his 
picture of ** Evenin’ in the Village” as in 
the reality it paints: 
Now the light o’ the West is a-turn'd to gloom, 

An’ the meo be at hwome vrom ground: 
An’ the belis be a-zendiu' ali down the Coombe, 

From tower, their mwvoansome sound. 

An’ the wind is atill, 
An’ the bouse-dogs do bark, 

An’ the rooks be a- vied to the elms high an’ dark, 

An’ the water do roar at mill. 


There are some fine @xainples of Matthew 
Arnold’s artist touch, as when he shows us, 
froma nook high o’er the half-reaped field:

“Science in Short Chapters,” by W. 
Mathew Williams, is a book to be welcomed by 
those who have not time to devote toa cluse or 
persistent study of the eciences. EKach subject 
is treated with brevity and clearness. * The 
Fuel of the Sun” is a condensed statement of 
those theories and arguments whica Mr. Will- 
jains bas expressed at greater leugth in a longer 
treatise Of the same nume. To those who are 
not able to become students of science, yet are 
unwilling to be wbolly ignorant of its marvels, 
this work will be especiaily valuable. 

Mr. A. Arthur Reade’s work on “ Study 
and Stimulants” is already so well known by 
copious quotations in the pages of pewspapers 
and wagazines that it is unneeessary to do more 
than to note the hearry interest and widespread 
attention it bas evoked frum thoughtful readers. 
Mr. Reade has been content to lay his facts be- 
fore the ublic and to let them speak for them- 
selves. ery wisely he bas reasserted the dan- 
ger ottrying to “makeone man's experience 
another man’s guide’’: and,if be bas formu- 
lated no new dogmas, he has at least shown the 
failacy of many ancient theories. 


Under the pregnant title, ** Animal Intelli- 
gence,” Mr. George J. Romanes presents a well- 
autheoticated array of facts. The deductions 
from these are to be embodied in a second vol- 
ume, on “Mental Evolution.” Mr. Romanes 
has, in this first part of his great work, given to 
studeots of comparative psychology a Virtual 
text-vook for reference. Many of the marvel- 
ous truths whick the author presents so furcibiy 
are already known to scieutists, and quny wore 
have been widely quuted from Mr. Rumanes’ 
work—so that it is uwnessary to wore than reit- 
erate the bearity commendations which bave 
aiready been sbowered upon tbis able book. 


“Like His Own Daughter” is a pretty 
story of humble Scottish life by the author of 
“Ruthieston.” It gives pieasant insight to those 
bomes where Scotland's lavuring-classes are 
nurtured in honesty, simplicity, and strict piety. 
The uuaffected sweetness of Jeanie Ledingham 
giows with aon added lustre wheu contrasted 
witb beautiful Helen's seif-seeking aims. And 

little Katie is a character to touch all hearts to 
tenderness. The dialect, dress, and oaabits uf 
these Northern couatry-folk are skilifuliy and 
vigorously portrayed. And the story is another 
addidon to our iong list of pictorial works* 
which do good service ip the cause of truth. 

In “* The Bonheur des Dames” Emile Zola 
has at last given the publica story which may 
be read with profit as well as interest. The 
geutie, inflexible, modest Denise is a heroine 
worthy of attenodon. Her triais, temptauons, 
struggles, aud triuinph are crowoed by such ex- 
quisit purity and womaniiness that it is no 
wouder her wealtby suitor is bound in the tbrall 
of a redeeming ilove. The great emporium of 
Paris is descrived witb Zola’s usual deity and 
vigor; but a characier so delicate, 30 fiue, and 
stiliso lifelike as that of the quiet, scorned 
young shop-gir!l who works such a revolution by 
her unostentatious goodness is proof that Zula 
can appreciate and paint the charms of a 
meadow- daisy as well as the flaunting tulip, and 
do both equally weil. 

* Marianela”’ is a pretty little Spanish 
story by B. Perez Gualdos, transiated by Clara 
Beli. It ig a quaint, quiet picture of the slow 
life, the ignorance, the superstitions, and the 
virtues of the peopie of Northero Spain. Poor 
iittie, elfish Maria Nela—the chance-chila of un- 
kind fortune, whose one vision of rapture is 
rudely dissolved by the gift of sight to ber be- 
loved yo®%ag master—is drawn with sorrowful 
force. Theidea!l dreams of Pablo in his blind- 
ness, and the inevitable change wrought in bim 
when he can see how littic the outward appear- 
ance corresponds with the inner reality; the 
ski agd remorse of the great oculist whose 
science bas served to shatter the bappiness of 
one frail sife: each has a distinct and life-like 
effect. And the whoie bas a faint, intangible 
charw—as elusive and melancholy as the per- 
fume of a dead rose. Ciara Bell's transiations 
are so favorably kuown that itis unnecessary to 
dilate upon the spirit and fidelity waich are in- 
separable from her work. 

In hisintroduction to the beautiful vol- 
ume of “Seliecuons from the Poetry of Robert 
Browning,” Mr. Ricbard Grant White telis us 
that the book took shape in the way most likely 
to insure such a collecuon as should best char- 
acterize the unique genius of the poet, and also 
suit the taste of the generalreader. Mr. Brown- 
ing first made a large selection, which was sub- 
mitted to the separate criticism of ‘“ balit-a- 
dozen lovers and students of his poetry,” wno 
each made a list of what he or she would choose; 
and thuse for which there was the greatest 
union of choice were retaived to fill the coliec- 
tion. As a Cconsequeuce, We uave suCD poems as 
are most distinctively, and in the bighest sense, 
the interpreters of Beowu.ng. Certainiy tiisa 
vyoiume which for external appearance and in- 
ternal worth has few equals amuvnog modern 
poetical works. It toe view of Browning as a 
poet which is afforded by Mr. Waite seems eu- 
thusiastic, itis so by reason ofa tine apprecia- 
tion for beauties beyond the compresensivon of 
a dilettante gazer; and thuse who would assure 
themselves of his just estimates need Dut study 
his subject with like faith{ullioess. 

It would be diificult to conceive of anything 
more delightful in the way of local etchings 
than Sherwood Bonoer’s “ Dialect Tailes.’" The 
scenes are laid among the ‘* moonsbiners” of 
the Cumberland Mountains, andare alive with 
siow- voiced 
whites, who make up a most peculiar as well as 
piucky peopie. If you want an idea of the 
everyday, actual lives or those who are un- 
known yet known to the world as “poor white 
trash.”’ and whose days lap into just such bum- 
bie tragédy or comedy as do the great wori d's, 
then read the “ border’s” account of the Bur- 
ridge family “On the Nine-Mile.”” Good, Auat 
Fooie—that “isolate female whose partoer is 
a-restio’ with the worms’ —shows us that weak- 
ness and strengtb.jove and enmity, work cut the 
same results beneath these homespun garments 
as upder Velvet and iace. The genuine negro 


humor of “Heironymus Pop and _ the 
Baby”’ and “Aunt ~ Anniky’s Teeth 
makes bright relief against the pathetic 


episude of the passionate young husband who 
meets the crisis of his destiny “in Aunt Meiy’s 
Cabin.” the tragedy of * Lame Jerry,” and tne 
sorrowful secret of * The Case of Eliza Biey- 
lock.” The lights and snaduws of these lives 
are boldly captured and tirmiy tixed with a true 
artist's touch. Bold, bilack-vearded Capt. 
Peters, who bas kilied many a “mooasbiner in 
ruiding hidden stills, is not more effectively 
drawn than are the lives of the narrow, gustips, 
pious women wbo ripeo from saucy mountain- 
pinks into hard-working, hard-praying, bard- 
lived women, who yet keep warm and sweet the 
pitying hearts of true women. The tilustrauons 
are fitting interpreters of these “ Dialect Tales; 
and the book, in its entirety, is a decided acqui- 
sition to our National literature.

Slipping of Locomotive Wheels. 

M. Poisot lately communicated to the So- 
ciétéde lI’ Industrie Minérale de Saint Etienne 
some useful information as to the means for 
preventing the slipping of locomotive wheels 
in the Mazenay mines, no more fuel being 
employed for hauling out 100 tons now than ~ 
eighty formerly. He observes that the venti- 
lation is effected by diffusion, and there is 
constantly in the rolley-way atolerably thick 
sinoke, which, with amdensed steam from 
the engine arai the dampness of the workings, 


causes the rails to be slippery. The conse- 
quence is that every time they tried to ascend 
the gradient of one in sixty-six with a full 
train they could only get up half of it, 
about 180 metres—590 reet—without the 
wheels beginning to spin; and during the 
rest of the rise, notwithstanding the use 
of fine and dry sand, this difficulty 
frequently began again, so that they 
lost pressure to such an extent that ne 
were obliged to stop to make steam. T 
difficulty caused great consamption of 
excessive wear of the working parts of 
engine, anda rapid destruction of the rails. 
About two months ago the @int of one of 
the cylinder cocks leaked, a jetof steam 
escaping from it was directed on to the rail, 
when the train took the dient without the 
engine once slipping. or two days they 
worked without making the repair. and the 
locomotive drew ail the trains without the 
slightest stoppage. in co uence of this 
experience they altered the cylinder cocks su 
as to make them discharge directly on to the 
rails, and when they get to the gradient the 
cocks are slightly opened, so 

it without difficulty. Arrangemeats 
washing rails with a jet of water are very old, 
having been used on someof the French lines 
fifteen or sixteen years ago. The use 
steam for the purpose is a sinrpler modifica- 
tion of an old idea. 3 


The,.Teachabliiity of Oysters. 

Itis common to quote the oyster as the 
lowest example of stupidity, or absence of 
anything mental, and, as it is a headless 
creature, the accusation might not seem 
whoily unfounded. Yet the oyster is not 
such a fool but that it can learn by experi- 
ence, for Dicquemase asserts that it it be 
taken from a depth never uncovered by the 
sea it opens its shell, loses the water within, 
and perishes. But oysters taken from -the 
same depth, if kept in reservoirs where they 
are occasianally ieft uneovered for a short 
time, learn to keep their shelis closed, and 
then live for a much longer time when taken 
out of the water. This fact is also stated by 
Bingley, and ‘is now turned to practical ac- 
count in the so-called “ oyster-scnools ” of 
France. ‘Tne distance from the to 
Paris being too great for the newly-dredged 
oysters to travel without opening their 
shells, they are first taught in the schools to 
bear a longer and longer exposure to the air 
without gaping, and when their education in 
this respect is completed they are sent on 
their journey to the metropolis, where they 
arrive with closed shells and in a healtny 
condition.

‘Improved Electric Accumulators: 

A great improvement has been effected in 
accumulators, says the English Mechanic, 
by a combination of the Faure-Sellon-Voleck- 
mar patents. The Pullman train on the 
Brighton line, which formerly was lit by 
eighteen incandescent lamps, supplied by 
seventy Faure accumulators, is now illue 
minated witn forty incandesvent lam the 
current for which is supplied by t 
Faure-Sellon-V olckmar accumulators, whose 
total weight is less than half those formerly 
employed. According to Prof. Ayrton, the 
old accumulators weighed 130 pounds in 
working order, and gave a current equiva- 
lent to one horse-power for three-quarters 
of an hour; whereas the new pattern weighs 
only abeut seventy-five pounds, and gives a 
horse-power for an hoar.

Does Migh Breeding Pay? 

There ate many farmers and others who 
are becoming eptlusiastic on the subject of 
breeding better stock, and are payuw high 
prices, often fancy prices, for animals of 
pure blood. This may be well enough, but 
Will it not begwell to first look somewhat 
closely into the cost and the income of this 
high breeding before going too far? There 
is no néed to go far for facts bearing upon 
this subject. Inalmost every part of the 
country are to be found those who have un- 
dertaken to breed fine stuck, and in every 
day’s markets the results of their efforts are 
found crystalized in the tangible shape of 
doliars and cents, where they may be com- 
pared with the outcome of the work of the 
more conservative and hard-headed farmers 
wiio have not been so ready to follow new 
ways. 

The use of boars of improved breeding has 
been so general in this country that the old- 
fashioned, slab-sided priarie-rooters, with 
which to contrast the thick, fat,‘and heavy 
Potand-China, the plump, trim, and sprightly 
Berkshire, or the large and fair Chester- 
White, are not readily found, yet there is 
never a day when in the live-siock markets 
of the country there are not transactions 
which show the diffenence there is Detweenu 
the value of the hog of improved blood and 

_ that of he unimproved. For example, well- 
bred well-fatted hogs of 300 pounds will often 
‘pell for prices from 75 cents to $1 more, per 
hun pounds, than buyers will pay at the 
same time for hows of like weizkt and of in- 
ferior breeding. Tiisditference amounts to 
$2.25 to $3 per animal, $155 to $1i5v per car- 
load. This is, however, only a part of the 
difference between the hog of good blood 
and the ecrub. Time and food are two most 
importafi® elements in the production of 
aninals. Each represent money or 
money’s worth, therefore the “hog 
which, like the Berkshire and the Poland- 
China, matures at an early age, and is, with 
proper treatment, in plump condition at ail 
stages of its growth, costs much less to pro- 
duce than does the scrub. The easiest, sur- 
est, and quickest way to secure this early 
maturity is by the use of males having the 
desired characteristics.

in many if not in most of the valleys 
among the foothills of the Rockies dairying 
might be earried on profitably. uiter is 
now taken from lowa, Kansas, and Nebraska 
to the mountains to suvply the mining, the 
railroad, and the Commercial towns and 
camps. In a few instances butter-making 
has been tried in the parks and valleys, and 
with most satisfactory results, when the 
conditions were not so unfavorable that they 
should have deterred any one from under- 
take such work. If due may judge by the 
experience of the comparatively sinall nuin- 
ber who have made the experiment, butter- 
making will yet become an important indus- 
try in the mountain regions. The profits 
vastly exceed those of cattle-ralsing for 
beef, since a fairly good cow vill 
vield eight or ten pounds of butter per 
week under good treatment, and will thus 
in two weeks yleld a greater net profit than 
will be obtained in a whole year from the 
cow which does no more than produce a 
ealf, worth perhaps $10,in the year, At 
3 years the steer will be worthata liberal 
estimate, say $40 on the ranch. The butter 
from one cow will bring that sum in two or 
three months, and pay for all: the labor of 
making the butter and caring for the stock. 
if bulls of a recognized butter-producing 
breed be used upon the stock, the quantity 
and the quality of the butter will be largely 
improved, and the net returns increased pro- 
portionately. 


The Amertean Jersey-Cattle Club. 

In New York Wednesday of last week the 
American Jersey-Cattle Club held one of the 
most interesting and important of all its an- 
nual meetings. The number of members in 
attendance was large, and they were each 
aud every one of them there with a purpose. 
The Western and the Southern members 
were almost as a unit in-demanding such 
changes in the coustitution and by-laws of 
the club as will make it impossible for five 
disaffected members to bring confusion or 
even worse upon the club by persistently 
blackballing applicauts for membership. 
They demanded that all cattie from 
the island of Jersey, where all are of neces- 
sity purely bred, shall be admitted Lo regis- 
try in the A. J. C. C. Herd Register. They 
also asked that the Secretary should no 
longer be elected by the whole membership, 
but that he should be appointed by the Board 
of Directors, who should have power to dis- 
miss him at their option, 

In these demands the South and West were 
joined by a goodly number of iniluential 
Eastern members, and opposed by scarcely 
any. The meeting was remarkably courceous 
and dignified, althouwh great earnestness 
was shown on both sides. ‘The doors were 
closed against representatives of the press, 
who were therefore compelted to wait per- 
haps half an hour longer than they should 
have waited to get atthe facts. Maj. Camp- 
bell Brown, a shrewd ‘Teunessee lawyer, 
fathered a resdlution to the effect that all 
ecattie direct from the Isiand of Jersey shall 
be eligi bie to registry in the American Jersey 
Herd Register, whether they be registered on 
the isiand or not. Col. George k. Waring, of 
New York City, formeriy Secretary of the 
club, otferved a resolution proposum that a 
majority of the votes cast shali entitle an ap- 
plicant to membership: and Richard Good- 
man Sr., of Massachusetis, noved that the 
fees for registration shall be, from 
members, 32 each: from members of th 
club, 31 for each animal registered. His 
resolution also provided that before a von- 
member shall be peimittea to register an 
animal, he must show an indorsementsiating 
that he is trustworthy as a breeder, from 
some member of the club.

Memoranda About Live Stock. 

The United States Treasury Department 
bas bought eighteen acres of land at Waltham, 
and the work oi preparing a quarantine stagon 
on the grounds is progressing rapidly. The sta- 
tion is ou the Dank of the Charies River, about 
ong mile above Waithaim. 

At the annual meeting of the Vermont 
Merino Sheep-Shearers’ Association this month 
about 250 sheep, representing fifty tlocks, were 
exhibited. The benviest fleece was thirty-eignt 
pounds three ouuces from a 4-yce@r-old raw; 
trom a 35-year-old ram thirty-three pounds ten 
vunces were sbeared. 

In the Berlin Imperial Health Office in- 
vestigations bave resulted in the diseovery of 
the micro-organism of glanders. This organism 
was cultivated for a serics of generations, after 
which a horse was inoculateu with the germ 
thus cultivated, and glanders resuited. The dis- 
covery is of incalcuiable importance. 

Dr. Koch takes the ground that “it is not 
yet proved that all diseases are parasitic in char- 
acter, but that the parasitic character must be 
proved in each cuse separately.”” He denies that 
Pasteur’s conctusions as to glanders are well 
founded; be also claims priority in reward to the 
discovery of the cause of anthrax, and denies 
that that disease is propajrated by means of 
earth-worms. 

As showing the probable contagiousness of 
phthisis, the Archives of Medicine mentions the 
cuse of a young man suffering from the disease 
who was accustomed to sicep with a pet dog 
nestling in his arms. The dog became affected 
with a cough and died. A second dog shared 
the same tate, and a third dog deveioped a cough, 
but recovered, its owner having died of pothisis. 

At a meeting in Dumfries, Scotland, of the 
Galloway Cattle Society, the Rev. John Gillespie, 
editor ot the Galloway Polled Cattle Herd Books, 
intimated that the number of entries of pedi- 
exrees for the next coming volume would exceed 
2,000.

In one valley of the Rhone some plague 
bas recently been fatal to some 20,000 pigs. M. 
Pasteur announces that he bas discovered that 
its cause isa minute organism, which, in point 
of size, resembles that of chicken cholera. He 
has convinced himself that one attack protects 
against another, and bas succeeded in jnocu- 
lating pigs with organisms which had been 
weakened by. culture, and in thus rendering 
these animals insuseeptibie to hog cholera. Dif- 
ferent conclusions bave been reached by inves- 
tigators in this country. 


HUSBANDRY. 


Smail Fruits on the Farm. 

The season for planting for small fruits has 
come. and the purpose of this article is to 
lead farmers who are readers of THe TRIB- 
UNE to this spring dedicate a sufficient patch 
of ground to the fruit patch, so that in years 
to come the re will not only be an abundance 
for family use during the winter season of 
fresh fruit, but supplies for canning and for 
drying, so that during the entire year the 
table may be supplied with home-grown 
fruits in some torm as a regular article of 
diet. For this purpose half an acre is ample, 
or a strip four by twenty rods. 
is preferable, because it allows everything 
to be planted in rows, so that 1t can be 
worked with a horse cultivator, thus saving 
as far as possible all hand labor. It should 
be at a little distance from the house, for 
chickens are eapecially fond of berries and 
grapes, and if too near may take more than 
their share. A level-headed, practical farm- 
er located his fruit patch on either side of 
a road which he had to travel in going trom 
his barn to bis flelds with his teams, and al- 
most. the entire cultivation was performed by 
running through the rows with the culti- 
vators in guing and returning, thus practi- 
cally saving all expenditure of labor. 

The directions which follow for planting 
and cultivation, as well as for selecting varie- 
ties, are intewded simply for the farmer's 
patch, and not for the market fruit-grower 
or for the amateur who amuses himself by 
experiments in horticulture. 

Having decided on a piece of ground of 
the dimensions given above, and any good 
cornu land will answer, provided it is pDatur- 
ally well drained or has been tile drained, 
the question is what tv plant and in what 
quantity. ‘The following will be a fair divis- 
ion of the ground: 


‘Two rows of grapes eight feet apart and 


eight feet in the row, which will require 
eighty-two vines. Two rows each of black- 
cap and of red raspberries, with rows six 
feet apart and three feetin the row, which 
will requiré 220 ofeach. One row of cur- 
rants and one of gooseberries, planted the 
saine distance apart as raspberries, requiring 
110 of each. Four rows of strawberries four 
feet apart and two feetin the row, requiring 
600 plants. Two rows might be planted this 
spring and additional rows next spring, 
from plants produced this season 
in which case only 330 strawberry plants wiil 
be reguired this planting. Some will object 
that this is on entirely too large a seale fora 
farm, but it is not. The enjoyment of the 
fruitis im havyimg it in abundance, ao that it 
can be used without stint. When a limited 
allowance only ean be had it becomes an 
aeecravation rather than a luxury. There 
should not only be enougt for a ful] family 
supply during the year in some shape, fresh, 
canned, or dried, but some to give away to 
friends or to the sick and poor, to whoma 
present of fruit can always be made without 
danger of offending. Sucha gift is often of 
more value than medicine or money. 

The question of varieties is an important 
part of the subject. ‘he farmer cannot 
afford to trifle with new, untried, or high- 
priced varieties. Leave all such experiments 
to the whorticulturist and the ama- 
teur. Plant well-known and _— thor- 
oughly tested varieties only, no matter 
how highly new Kinds may be puffed. In 
grapes the farmer cannot find a better kind 
for his purpose than the old reliable Con- 
eord, which makes good erops from Maine 
to Texas, and from Lake Superior to the 
Gulf of Mexieo. Of raspberrtes there should 
be two kinds—the black and red—an early 
amd a later ripening variety, so as to prolong 
the fruit season as much as possible. Among 
Lue Liackeaps thoroughly tested are the Doo- 
little, Mlainmioth Cluster, and Gregg. Of the 
red the ‘Turuer and the Philadelphia are well 
tried, though the latter is liable to be killed 
back in extreme cold winters. Taking one 
year with another these will give satisfact- 
ory crops. ‘The old red Dutch currants and 
the tloughbton seedling gooseberry ¢an al- 
ways be relied upon. “ 
rants which give larger fruit but less of it. 

Strawberries are a more diflicult subject to 
give advice in regard to varieties. Wilson’s 
Albany has tor twenty or more years been 
the great shipping berry, on account of its 
lirmness. But it takes a good deal of sugar 
to render it palatable, and some large straw- 
berry growers claim that the stock ig losing 
its vitality, and they have discardéd it for 
newer and nore vigorous varieties giving a 
better quality of fruit. Among the latter are 
Cresceut, Miner, Charles Dowing, Longfel- 
tow, Sucker State, Captain Jack, and other 
varieties which are standing the test of cul- 
tivation: ‘The better way would be to advise 
with some intelligent nurseryman who ¢ar- 
ries a conscience in his. business, 
and -— let him make the selection, 
knowing the locality and the nature of the 
soil on which they are to be grown he will be 
abie to choose wisely. ‘There should be two 
varieties, an early and a late, as in raspber- 
ries, and for the same reason. I have not in- 
cluded any blackberries in the fruit patch. 
This is a pretty prickly subject, and needs to 
be handled with care. The trouble with 
thein is they won’t stay where you put them. 
They are ambitious to travel, and will be 
sending up shoots among the other rows, 
if planted with them, where they are not 
wanted, and it is a good deal of trouble to 
keep them in their places. Instead of put- 
ting them among the other fruits it would be 
better to take some corner that could be 
spared as well as notand plant them there. 
Cultivate the first year to give them a start, 
and then tell theia to go it. They will; 
and in a year or two you will 
have a blackberry patch equal to the bramble 
bush into which the man who was so “* won- 
drous wise” jumped, and “scratched out 
both his eyes.” They will furnish a good 
deal of fruit which will be pretty good eat- 
ing, though of course not of as good quality 
as if cultivated. It is their nature te run 
wild, and this method of treating them is 
only going back to nature. ‘The Snyder is 
about the only kind that can be relied upon 
to stahd Northern winters. Its quality is 
not equal to the Lawton, the Kittatinny, and 
some newer varieties which do well where 
more moderate Winters are the rule, 

Many persous are deterred fron planting 
fruits by the idea that much skill and a great 
amount of labor is required in their cultiva- 
tion and care. This isa mistake. The same 
common sense that will enable a farmer to 
grow successfully a crop of corn will enable 
him to take care of his fruit patch. Suppose 
it already planted as above. ‘The first sea- 
son acultivator and hoe are about all the 
implements to be used in keeping the ground 
clear, Itis well to set at each of the grape- 
vines a sinall stake, like a lath, sharpened 
and firmly pushed into the ground. To this 
‘tie the new growth, so that it will nut be 
broken in rupning the cultivator  be- 
tween the rows. Let only one 
cane grow. The raspberries should be 
Clipped With a corn-knife or a grass-sickle 
when about eighteen inches high. This can 
be done rapidly, and will cause them to send 
out side-shoots. If these get pretty long 
clip them in by the same means. ‘The cur- 
rants and gooseberries can be let alone. Let 
the strawberries make all the runners they 
want to make. The running of the cuiti- 
vator close to the rows wiil swing the run- 
ners about into line, and by fall there will 
be afine matted row from twelve to. eight- 
een inches wide. To prepare for Winter 
take up the lath grape stakes—they l not 
be needed any more—and, if the foli has 
fallen, cut the vine back to two buds from 
the ground. Throw over the fine a little 
coarse mulching. The raspberry rows 
will be all the better for a muich- 
ing on either side, and the straw- 
berries should be covered with some 
coarse mulching, free from weed or grass 
seeds, like slough hay, sorghum bagasse, or 
cornstalks. This can be left on, ff not too 
thick over the row, until after the fruiting 
season next summer. It will keep the ground 
moist and the berries clean. . 

Ine second spring plant a strong hard- 
wood stake by each grape-vine, about four 
feet high above ground, Let only two canes 
grow, rubbing off the other shoots as they 
Start. Tie the vines to the stakes with 
woolen twine as they make upward growth. 
In the fall, after the leaves are off, cut back to 
the length of the stake, shorten in all side 
branches to two buds, and lay on the ground. 

the Concord will usually go through the 
Winter without coverimg, but will be the bet- 
ter for such protection, especially whild 
young. It will give some fruit next 
year, but do not Jet it overbear. The 
raspberries will give some fruit the 
second year. Let the canes this year gruw 
three feet before clipping, and afterward 
shorten in the side shoots, as befure directed. 
Cut out the old canes in the spring. The

after planting, and should be left to bear the 
next year, after which they had better be 
plowed up, new rows having deen. planted 
the year before, - 

Cherry-trees, of which there should bea 
dozen @ach of eariy and late Richmond, 
may be planted in all the fruit-patch rows, 
except among the grapes. By the time ey 
will have grown so as to turnish too much 
shade, a new planting of raspberries will be 
needed, while the currants and gooseberries, 
which are permanent, will be none the 
worse for partial shade. The farmer who 
reads this article can readily see that a 
half-acre fruit patch, on the vlan given 
avove, will not involve @ cost in money 
or in labor. beyond what he can well afford 
to give. He will find it the best halt-acre on 
his farm. 
pearing were sold they would outsell those 
of any other four acres in ordinary crops. 
But they are worth mvre to keep. 

The first season after planting to fruits the 
ground between the rows may be in part 
utilized for the cultivation of potatoes or 
other vegetabies, but it is, perhaps, as well to 
give the fruit-plante the whole ground from 
the beginning. 


E@ecits of Tile Drainage. 

Cnicaeo, Ill., April 26.—[Editor of The 
Tribune.}—An article on the disastrous fut- 
ure effects resuiting from thorough tiling of 
vast areas of land (now commencing) ap- 
peared in your last Saturday’s issue, and 
calls for an interchange of different views 
on the subject; for, abie and full of informa- 
tion as the communication was, it would 
seem that the danger mentioned is not so se- 
rious afterall. In the first place, as to the 
dangers of amore sudden discharge of the 
rainfall from tiling a large surface. of coun- 
try the article was undeniably true; but “suf- 
ficient unto the day js the evil thereof.” In 
other words, this danger will regulate itself; 
for its main effect will be manifest on small- 
er streams, their bridges, culverts, and 
sluiceways. As thorough tiling progresses 
these small roadway bridges and culverts 
will belrebuilt, in repairing, with wider spans. 
Many are already foreseeing this and doing 


it. 

Asto the mains, or the main outlet, for 
lilinois, Indiana, and Ohio—the Ohio River— 
each of these three States have alread ¥#0, 000 
to 50,000 miles of tile laid, and itisa safe 
minimum estimate, that this is not one-tenth 
of the amount of tile each of these States 
will lay within the coming years. The dis- 
charge will then be from hundreds of thou- 
sands of wiles of tile, and simply beyond all 

recedent. Butasimilar change took place 
n the flow of our rivers when the vast un- 
broken forests were cut down and cleared 
away, leaving bare the face. of the country, 
and presenting a watershed from which the 
rainfall was discharged uch more rapidly 
than before. But this change came on al- 
most imperceptibly, and people prepared for 
it by building on higher ground, erecting 
levees, and in other ways. 

Itistrue that our ponds, swamps, and 
sloughs are Nature’s reservoirs in times of 
drouth, but it may be well doubted whether 
the harm which will result will equal the 
advantages derived from reclaiming them, 
for more wells will be dug, affording even 
purer water. Besides, when a long line or 
much tile has been laid the mains flow all 
through the severest drouths, and many if 
not every farin—even such as had no natural 
ponds or swampy places—can show a living 
spring of crystal purity wherever mucii tile 
has been laid, instead of the stagnant and 
unwholesome water of a dirty pond. 

it was stated at the February meeting of 
the Ohio Tile and Drainage Association that 
40,000 miles of tile had already been laid in 
that State, and that it would take at least ten 
times as much moreto thoreughiy drain or 
tile the State. That drainage was still in its 
infancy, underdrainage with tiles not yet 
fully or universally understood, and that the 
most important feature of underdraining 
is that it enabies a free circulation of air in 
the clayey subsoil, disintegrating its par- 
ticles, enriching the soil, and creating plant 
food. <A drained soil is ten degrees warmer 
than an undrained soil owing to this atmos- 
pheric circulation in the soil; and while drier 
in wet weather, is moister in dry weather, 
thus protecting from drouth, 

It was noticed where an extended system 
of tiling had been laid that after the spring 
rains the flow of water from the main tile 
diminished, and as the dry weather caine on 
finally ceased altogether: but as the severity 
of the drouth increased, lo! the tile began to 
run again—though buta tiny stream. The 
question arose, whence this water? Like 
the fallof Newton’s apple, it set men to 
thinking and reasoning about the cause. It 
was found that owing to this free circulation 
of heated summer air, so full of moisture in 
form of rarified vapor, it passed in up 
through the then empty ‘tile and was 
there rapidly esoled. as on an 
ice pitcher, depositing abundant moisture, 
which the dry, clayey soil largely absorbed 
until saturated, then rejecting the excess, 
thus furnishing constant and available sup- 
ply of moisture for the roots of the plants, 
Apart from all scientific explanation or theo- 
ries, however, there are hundreds of farmers 
who can testify that underdrainage with 
tile was of as great a benefit to their crops in 
the drouth of I88lasit was protection from 
the other extreme in the wet season of 1882. 
When the soilis full of water to withina 
few inches of the surface there can be no 
circulation of air among its particles. Sandy 
and gravelly subsoil needs no drainage, as 
Nature has provided for this: but all other 
soll should be thoroughly drained, and that 
too with tile, to afford tree ingress and cir- 
culation of air. Tile should be well laid, 
deep, and with care, as they will last practic- 
ally forever. They have been brought from 
the ruins of Nineveh, at least 2,500 years old, 
in a good state of preservation. U.

THE GALLOWS. 


End of a Remarkable Adventurer 
Who Made the World His 
Home, 


Strange Career of Henry De Rosnjs, 
Who Was Hanged for the Mur- 
der of His Wife. 


Troy, N. Y., April 27.—[Special.]—Henry 
De Lectnack de Bosnys was hanged today at 
Elizabethtown, Essex County, for the murder 
of his wife. Last nigbthe said he was ready 
to meet his fate, and asked to be hanged 
publicly. He sold his body for $15 to Dr. 
Warren E. Pattison, of Westport, the Cath- 
olic priests who were fiis spiritual advisers 
consenting to such disposition of the re- 
mains. De Bosnys, though professing the 
Catholic faith, spoke lightly of and scoffed 
at religion, and sald the priests could not 
make him believe what they did not 
believé themselves. He slept soundly last 
night, arose at 6 o’clock this morning, and 
dressed himself in a suit of new clothing, 
bought with the money he received for his 
body. At his request his beardewas taken 
off. ‘*lam not afraid of death,’”’ he remarked 
while eating a hearty breakfast, and he ap- 
peared indifferent to his fate. Soon after 
breakfast De Bosnys was allowed to see the 
gallows. He viewed the structure for a mo- 
ment, and then quickly ascended the steps, 
smoking a cigar at the time. He took 
hold of the rope, and on trying it with 
his hand said to Sheriff Jenkins, 
* lam afraid I will break that rope, and you 
ought to have some soap on it.’’ Le said he 
didn’t like the looks of the trap, A Catholic 
priest then visited De Bosnys, who was a 


good ventriloquist, and occupied the time left: 


imitating the sounds of animals and birds. 
lie showed at 9 o’clock no signs of weaken- 
ing. Those having passes, about seventy- 
five, were adiwitted to the jail-yard at 11: 
o’clock, De Bostys’ arms jwere pinioned 
before leaving his cell, and at 11:40 
the procession proceeded to the gal- 
lows, Sheriff Jenkins leading,  {fol- 
lowed by Father Reddington, De Bosnys, 
and two officers. De Bosnys mounted the 
seatfold with a fitm step, telling the officers 
in charge that he needed no assistance. After 
prayer by the priest De Busnys’ legs were 
inioned. The usual question whether he 
iad pn yening to say was then asked, to 
which be replied, “Ll am innocent. The 
blood was not human blood at all.” The 
trap was sprung and the drop fell at 11:34 
o’cloeck, The body hung motionless, save a 
slight swaying. After hanging sixteen min- 
utes life was pronounced extinct. The neck 
was broken. The remains were delivered to 
the physician who had purchased them. 
HISTORY OF THE CRIME. 

Henry De Bosnys came to Essex, Clinton 
County, last April in @ yacht. He was ac- 
companied by a colored woman, whom he 
passed as his wife. After ashort sojourn in 
Essex he disappeared. A few days after he 


returned alone, and stated that the negress - 


had obtained employment in a Burlington, 
Vt., hotel. The woman has never been seen 
since, and it is generally believed that he 
drowned ber in Lake Champlain, fearing she 
would interfere with his plans to marry 
Betsey A. Wells, a widow, for whose murder 
De Bosnys today suffered the death penalty. 
Betsey Wells was a respected resident of 
Essex, and De Bosnys,. although unprepos- 
sessing in appearaice and ane entire 
stranger, was received by the widow 
with marked favor. He was not 
slow in learning that the woman 
was the owner of a farm of fifteen acres, and 
his tove-making was, ih consequence, ren- 
dered more ardent. After an acquaintance 
of but four weeks Mrs. Wells and De Bosnys 
were married. De Bosnys then endeavored 
to persuade his wife to assign her farm to 
him, ahd her repeated refusals led to fre- 
quent quarrels. One day, after the usual dis- 
pute and less than eight weeks after their 
marriage, they were seen driving away from 
their house. A farmer noticed that De Bos- 
nys turned the horse down an unfrequented 
road leading to the woods, and ‘subsequently 
saw the wan return without his wife. The 
farmer’s suspicions were aroused and he en- 
tered the Woods, In alittle hollow he found 
the woman’s body, tovered with leaves. 
There was a pistol-wound in the crown of 
her head, and another under the left eye, A 
great gasii had been made 
AN EXTRAORDINARY CAREER. 

De Bosnys was born nearly fifty years ago, 
it appears, at Belem, Portagal, two miles 
from Lisbon, on the River Tagus. When he 
was very young his parents removed to 
France, and he was educated at a communal 
school, the Seminary of St. Brieux, and the 
Normal Superior School at Paris. His edu- 
cation was thorough and extensive, and he 
can write and speak six languages—English, 
French, Italian, Spanish, Greek, and Portu- 
guese—and cah less perfectly speak and un- 
derstand several other Janguages. While yet 
a mere lad, be sailed with a Polar expedition 
under Leclaire, and was gone nearly two 
vears—February, 1848, to Uetober, 1850. In 
1854, with his father and brother, he volun- 
teered for the Crimean war, and served in 
the French army in the Crjmea for a couple 
of years. A few years of peace followed, in 
which De Bosnys eoinpleted his education; 
but, on the breaking out of the war with 
Austria in 1859, he joined MacManon’s army, 
in which, however, hesaw buta few months’ 
service, sailing in the autumn to China with 
the French contingent. Returning to France 
he joined the French expedition to Mexico in 
1s6l, and aftera few months he joined the 
Mexican side, becoming a Captain of 
guerrilias under Lopez. In this service he 
was severely wounded in an engagement. 
amt, conceiving a distaste for the Mexican 
system of wariare, he caine North, and, bemg 
cured of his wound, enlisted in the Fourth 
Pennsylvania Volunteers in 1863, 

WOUNDED AT GETTYSBURG, 

A sftort time afterward the battle of Get- 
tysburg wes fought, and in it De Bosnys was 
severely wounded in the head and left hand. 
His injuries procured hits discharge trom the 
army, and in 1864 hy went back to France, 
where, in two months, he married a Mile. 
Desmarais. Matrimony, however, failed to 
eradicate his love of adventure, and after a 
honeymoon of only two mduths be sailed on 
another Aretic expedition, and was absent in 
the polar regions nearly three years—from 
July, 1564, to February, 1867, Returning he 
went to Koime, thence to Paris, thenee to 
New York and thence to the Indian ‘Terri- 
tory. ‘Che outbreak of the Franco-Prussian 
war called him from his aboriginal retire- 
ment, and he crossed the sea and entered the 
French army, rising by successive promotions 
until he became Culonel under Gen. Bour- 
baki, He served all through the war with 
varying fortunes, at its close escaping to Mar- 
Seilles, Whence he shipped for America. On 
this side the ocean his career was much less 
brilliant. He fell by degrees until he be- 
caine a tramp, wandering about the country 
and doing odd jobs of work as a painter and 
farm iaborer; and finally came the crime 
which put an end to his restless career. 

MYSTERIOUS AFFILIATIONS, 


Among the statements the assasin made 
was that he was under sentenee of death in 
Paris for having been found with American 
armis in his potapeton, fle was undoubtedly 
a member of a French Communist society in 
New York. About two months ago he handed 
the Sheriff an open letter with the request 
that he mailit. The tetter was read, and to 
all appearances was of no importance. The 
Sherill intended to have placed the missive 
in the post-oflice, but forgot todoso. Two 
weeks later he eame across the forgotten let- 
ter, and upon opening it was astonished to 
find that between the lines written 
in black ink there had developed 
writing of a greenish shade. ‘The characters 
were in French, and when interpreted were 
found to embody a call upon a Communist 
organization tu kill the Sheriff and release 
the murderer from prison. De Bosnys as- 
serted that he made the invisible writing- 
fluid of Paris green and vinegar, but retused 
to state where he obtained the materials. 
Although he elaimed to have been friend- 
less, several attempts by outside parties have 
been made to aid hint in esecaving. Several 
days ago a missing caseknife was found in 
his mattress; and when he was compelled to 
undress a rove was discovered wound around 
his body. For the succeeding three days he 
refused all tood. ‘The prisoner spent his last 
days writing verses, all of which were writ- 
ten in Latin, Freneh, and an unknown 
cipher, which De Bosnys declared was used 
extensively in Europe. He was a fair 
draughtsman, and inany designs from his 
pen represented graveyards. ln the front 
ot each of them is a gtave with a monument 
surmounted by across. Upon these mont- 
ments is the following inscription neatl) 
written: “Sacred to the memory of my be- 
lovea wife Betsey.”’ He had avout twenty 
of these doleful pictafes, soine ot which were 
colored with the blood of vermin and insects 
that be caught in his eell and killed; Itis 
believed that his name Is fictitious. and that 
if tbe mystery of his life were solved there 
would be disclosures of a surprising nature. 
The only relative ie cleimed to have trad in 
this couuiry was a biotwer in Nebraska,

The Local Money Market Less 
Active—Exchange Weaker. 


Stocks Dull but Somewhat Firmer, 
After Early Weakness. 


Irregular Trading’ in Produce—Pork Dull and Weak 
—Lard Strong, with a Gved Demand. 


Corn Quiet but Firm—Oats Active and Heavy— 
Wheat Uncertain—Barley Depressed. 


FINANCIAL. 

The local money market was not very active 
yesterday“and easy in tone. The movement of 
currency continues in favor of the city, and 
there is a moderate home demand for funds at 
current rates—6@Q@7 per cent. 

The Chicago bank clearings yesterday aggre- 
ga ed $6,800,000, being a little under the igures 
of Thursday. 

Eastern exchange was weaker. Early sales 
were made at 25c premium, and later the market 

“was quoted at 25c premium per $1,000 and at par. 
The offerizes were larger. 

Foreign exchange was steady. The offerings 
of bills were fair. Posted rates on sterling were 
quoted at 483% and 4386, with actual at 483 and 
485%. English documentary, 481@434. French 
documentary quoted at 5234%@54%, and German 
do at 94% to 9544. Bankers’ marks at 94'¢ and 
054. and bankers’ francs at 5214 and 517‘. 

it igs reported that Mr. Gould is a large borrow- 
er of money, and some folks think be is getting 
ready to give certain stocks a twist. The short 
interest in Wali street is again said to be heavy. 

It is believed in New York that the result of 
the conference of the freight and passenger 
agents will be generally satisfactory.

Short ribs were less active and declined 10c, but 
recovered the drop, closing at $10.35 for May 
and $10.60 for July. There was littie change in 
the tone of foreign quotations or-in the local 
hog market, though the arrivals at this point 
exceed recent expectations. On the afternoon 
call pork declined 5c and lard and meats 2c, 
with a tame closing. 

Flour was slow and quoted steady. The trad- 
ing was limited to two lots, one being under- 
stood to be for export. Local dealers held 
aloof. Coarse milistuffs were in larger supply 
and easier. 

Wheat was moderately active and irregularly 
lower. Itdeclined X%c, then improved Xe, fell 
off l4gc, advanced Ic, and closed 4c below the 
latest regular prices of Thursday, at $1.10% for 
May and $1.13% for July. Liverpooit and Lon- 
don were quoted 6d per quarter lower, and the 
weather in the West was tine. The local crowd 
solid tbe market down at the outset in view of 
these facts, but they soon found that there was 
littie wheat on ‘sale from the outside, and the 
market jerked back on reports of afair export 
demand in New York, about 250,000 bu being 
taken there in addition to rather liberal quanti- 
ties bought during the two days iast 
preceding. Again local talent took 
courage to sell, and stopped when it 
was whispered that a prominent firm on 
Washington street was taking all the offerings. 
The news irom the West tended to strength, and 
several usually well-informed parties expressed 
the belief that the crop will not be over three 
quarters as large as that of last year. Car lots 
were quiet, with small offerings. On the after- 
noon cal! the market was steady. 

Coro was slow and firm. The market fell back 
%c near the opening, but improved %c, and 
ciosed a shade above the latest prices of Tburs- 
day, at 5544c bid for May. and 59c asked for July. 
The British news was irregular, Liverpool being 
quoted 4d per cental lower, while London re- 
ported 6d per quarter advance on cargoes to 
arrive. The chief point, however, was the 
fact that the day’s receipts were only 96 cars 
loads, with a rather large inspection out of 
store. The folks who had been counting on big 
receipts to be applied on May sales were taken 
aback, and for a time there was a good demand 
for next month at relatively stropg prices. * But 
it did not hold. After about 1l o’ciock the mar- 
ket for futures was unusually dull. The ship- 
ping demand was fair, but rejected did not sell 
higher, while new mixed was firmer and high 
mixed was very strong. On tne afternoon call 
the market was a shade firmer. 

Oats were more active and irregularly weak. 
May declined 1c on the fact of large receipts, 
and closed ic below the latest price of Thurs- 
day, at4ic bid. July sold down lc, and closed 
ut 4c disadvantage, at 4l4%c bid. There is little 
doing in store lots, but they sympathized with 
futures. Samples were dull at about Ic decline, 
and the otferinws of the day had not all been 
placed at the close. The receipts of oats have 
exceeded those of corn for two days past. On 
the afternoon call the market declined \@c. 

Kye was dull and declined about ec, with lit- 
tle demand for either spot or futures. June 
soid at 634gc and closed nominally at 63c. May 
solid at 6l',c, and was weak at that later. 

Barley was inactive and nominally unchanged 
till near the close, and was then quotably. weak- 
er, with some offers to seil and none to buy. No. 
2 was quoted at 80c bid and 82c asked. No: 3 was 
offered at i2c for May, wrth 50c bid, and cash do 
Gominai at 4@55c. 

The movement in dry goods is not very rust- 
ing just at present, still the demand is Milly as 
active as. in past seasons ata corresponding 
period, and the market maintains a steady and 
healthy tone. The millinery goods trade is act- 
ive. Boots and shoes and clothing remain quiet. 
There was a slightly improved demand for 
groceries, and the general market was firm. 
Dried fruits are still neglected, and there is an 
easy teeling for most descriptions. Raisins and 
blackberries are quoted lower. Fish wére active 
and generally firm. Codfish. however, was iower, 
declining 25c. Dealers in dairy products were 
obtaining full prices for fine goods, while off 
grades could be had at concessions. No ma- 
terial changes were noted in the bagging, broom- 
corn, leather, coal, and pig-iron markets. Oils 
were in moderate demand and generally firm, 
though carbons were \%@Xc lower. Paints were 
quiet, with white lead quoted at $6.00 and zinc 
at $10.5°*011.00. There was a fair trade in metals 
and tinvers’ stock at about steady rates. 

The seed market was quiet excepting a little 
more inquiry for timothy, which was tirmer un- 
der small supplies. O:her seeds were steady, 
with a demand only for small lots except in the 
case of flaxseed, which is taken readily by the 
crushing fraternity. Potatoes were steady and 
salable to the local retailers and street peddlers. 
The offerings of poultry were small and ful! jate 
prices were vbtained for anything wortb bav- 
ing. There was a speculative call for eggs, but 
no change in the price. 

The combination of corn-sirup manufactur- 
ers has gone to pieces, the disintegration being 
brought about by the cutting of prices by one 
or two parties not members of the combination. 
Yesterday the market dropped to 35@36¢e, which 
isadecline of 5c per gallon. After the offend- 
ing dealers sball bave been sufliciently pun- 
ished itis more than likely that prices will go 
back to somewhere near former figures. 

There are indications that the trouble between 
the Board of Trade of this city and the Kastern 
railroads will soon be settied. **In war, ene- 
mies; in peace, friends.”’ 

A cynic observed yesterday that at the rate of 
seven hogs to the tierce the recent arrivals give 
about 4,000tes of lard per day, which becomes 
equal to 5,000 tes daily when the adulterator bas 
done bis work. The meuningof the remark was 
probably that Milwaukee men will get all the 
lard they want, if they are willing to pay for 
terra alba. 

Corn was expected to come in witha rush to 
fill May sales. Certainly 96 car-loads ina day do 
not look like a very big rush, unless it be a rush 
on the shorts. At present prices it pays to carry 
corn in the country ior later months, but one 
doe3 not hear of large quantities in crib any- 
where.

New Materials for Spring Wear—Some 
New Trimmiacs—MVYodels of Costames 
for Different Occasions, 
|New York L&ter.]|—The name of “ veil- 

ing is given to a variety of the new fabrics. 

*“Tonking” veiling is a broché material, 

with bunches of flowers in silk on such col- 

ored grounding as creain, myrtie, mignonet, 
and pervinca. These are for dressy pur- 
poses. Bombay veiling is a very wide ma- 
terial, with broad stripes or checks. This 
makes excellent dresses for ordinary wear. 

‘There is also veiling in sinall checks in sever- 

al shades of red and Dilue or red and pink. 

There is also a great assortment of surah 

fabrics. All shades of plain surah are to be 

seen. In addition to these there is Scotch 
plaid surah croisé of a very handsome quali- 
ty, with large checks and small! plaids, surah 
glacés, and ottoman broché goods in all new 
colors. The prevailing trimming for waists 
is panel shape. This style is most 
suitable for the rich embroideries 
uow used, and fur faconné and brocaded 
goods. The panels are trimmed with lace 
ruchings. Plade black grenadine skirts will 
also have these panel trimmings of -grena- 
dine, with large floral designs of velvet or 
chenille in relief, placed over colored linings, 
such as trown, *“scabieuse,”’ crushed straw- 
berries, and moss green. The mantles or the 
inantillas are madeto match the. panels on 
the skirt, and are lined. with the same colors. 
The trimmings for these consist of black 
lace and beadsin the color of the lining, 
such as copper-colored beads with brown 
linings and bronze and iron beads with 
bronze linings. Sleeves are taken higher on 
the shouldem than they have been. Many 
sleeves for outer gatments are gathered 
above the shoulder and placed so high-that 
it is necessary to have them lined with crin- 

Oline. itis still more imperative to have 

this lining if the garment has an 

epaulet of passementerie with fringe. 

Tournures are narrow and placed high 

to support the loops and  ~»profusion 

of lace to be worn this season, 
with the addition of rich passementerie orna- 
ments. The narrow tournure skirts, which 
if well made are very flexible, may be of 
écru nainsook or cambric muslin, trimmed 
on the lower part with several rows of em- 
broidery: For morning use these are of 
cretonne or red woolen goods, and for wear 
under evening toilets they are of cream-col- 
ored surah. For all occasions, excepting for 
ordinary morning and traveling wear, the 
skirt and drawers match, whether they are 
of flannel, of black surah, of embroidered 
cambric muslin, or nainsook. For the sum- 
mer months tournures and corsets will again 
be of strong tulle. Corsets sit high over the 
bust. Waists are open -in front, either 
square or pointed. They are also closed 
around the neck with a round space left 
open over the breast. The collar piece is 
fastened by a number of rings in old silver 
and all kinds of fancy @nimals’ heads and 
curious designs. Small turned-down collars 
are likely to replace the high-standing ones. 

They are trimmed with silk galloon, 

In additionto the many very showy spring 
Styles which have been brougit out this sea- 
son there are some very pretty designs for 
piainsuits. Some of the latter consist of 
English cloth skirts in one color and tartan 
polonaises, with checks in two or three col- 
vrs. The small officer’s collar and round 
culfs areof plain velvet. Shaded chenille 
floral designs are on erépve de chine, velvet, 
ottoman, poplin, and all similar materials. 
Passementerie and embroidery are exten- 
sively used. When thefronts of the skirts 
are embroidered or worked with chenille, 
the borders of the dress may be trimmed 
with appliqué-work, cordings, and black or 
colored jgt work. Some evening teilets have 
trimmings of black jet beads and drooping 
gold ornaments, with black and gold lace in- 
termixed. 

Garments for traveling and ordinary walk- 
ing purposes are of Scotch plaid tartan, with 
small or large checks, according to fancy, or 
of dotted cloth and of stamped or brocadea 
goods. ‘These garments have long skirts 
closing down the front and trimmed in the 
centre with a band of velvet. The old silver 
buttons are very large, and have designs of 
animals’ heads. The back of the garment is 
plaited, and the belt is takewin the side 
seams. ‘The upper part of the cloak is visite 
shape, while the lower part forms a plaited 
skirt. The sleeves may vary in shape; they 
are taken in with the side seams. This gar- 
inent may also be of plain cloth bordered 
with velvet in the color of the cloth; but as 
it is not as durable as fancy fabrics it is not 
so useful for traveling purposes. The long 
“Fedora redingote” is the st¥le for wear 
with ** demi-toilets.” It is tight-fitting to 
the figure, and is lined with silk. The small 
velvet collar and revers are trimmed with 
biack sifk or with woolen brandebourgs. 
The most serviceable colors for this redin- 
gote are Russian green and slate biue. ‘The 
fancy shades for the same purpose are putty 
and “‘cachon” color, to be worn over both

A seal-colored 
faille scarf is taken from under the side 
seains, and is tied near the left hip. ‘The 


hat suitable for wear with this garment is of 


shirred garnet ottoman fabric, with the front 
and side covered with pink pluines. 

An embroidered cloth walking suit may be 
made in the following manner: The round 
skirt is covered with a plated flounce. The 
tunique consists of two draperies and a pufl- 
ing, which is raised toward the left side. ‘lhe 
dvaperies are worked around with a fine 
soutache design. The blue clo:h jacket 
buttons all the way down the _ front, 
and has two gores on either side. 
The back is “tailleur’” shape, and 
forms a pointed basque. The sleeves are 
tight-fitting and high on the shoulders. The 
collar is small and straight. The whole front 
of the waist is covered with soutache em- 
broidery, which becomes narrower as it 
reach@s the waist. The same work surrontds 
the basque, and covers the cuffs and part of 
the sleeves. The bonnet matching this suit 
is a * eapote Empire,” with a poke front of 
“huzzard” bine straw lined with velvet. 
Around the crown is a band of blue ribbon 
with an old silver buckle on the right side. 
On the lett side is a bunch of ostrich plumes, 
In the centre are ribbon loops. Around the 
inside of the crown “électriques” beads. 
The blue-ribbon strings are taken from the 
back of the bonnet and tied under the chin. 
The soutache embroidery for this dress is 
very rich when there is gold or silver thread 
intermixed.

~ Articies tor Personal Elegance — 
Room Decorations Easiliy Coustruct- 
ed, 

Nimble fingers, guided by an artistic taste 
and a correct conception respecting propor- 
tion and color power, may easily construct 
lovely decorations for personal use, Perhaps 
there is no kind of dainty ornamental work 
more agreeable than knitting, and then this 
industry is one of importance, especially 
when applied to the making of articles such 
as silk stockings, half-hose, smoking-caps, 
jackets for babies, and neckties, etc. Knit- 
ting is a very old time occupation, and oue 
that has been universally practiced afong 
women from the fortunate lady of high de- 
gree to the sisters in humble life. It is re- 
corded that a Venetian Embassador trav- 
eled over England to find the Lady Ann, of 
Norfolk, who could knit hose at a price 
which he could pay. In the olden times 
what genuine home sociability was derived 
from the simple invitation: ‘“*‘Come and see 
me; bring your knitting and stay to 
tea.”’ An informal visit, replete 
with solid comfort, vivacious conver- 
sations interwoven in the diligent 
rounds of the knitting, which was coarse 
and homely, compared to this same wurk as 
bow executed by the ladies of this luxurious 
age. Silk hosiery is quite generally worn, 
but only on dressy occasions by many society 
fashionabies, who really cannot ailord to 
daily indulge in this item of dress elegance. 
However, when a lady can knit her own 
stockings she may doubtless afford to have a 
pait of fancy hose to match the most con- 


} spicuous coior in every dress, and there is 


another advantage in wearing these hose— 
they are very durabie. 
HOME-MADE SILK HOSE. 
Purchase the Florenee knitting-silk. It 
comes in allcolors. The_size of the steel

coarse quality of silk that should be selected. 
Stocking-knitting is easily learned. ‘lhe ma- 
jority of oid ladies know all about this sort 
ot industry, ina plain way, to be sure, since 
art decofating is of rather recent date, and 
especially in. the manufacture of fancy 
hosiery. , However, the grandmas of today 
are tamiliar with the rules .for shaping a 
stocking, and when this is learned the 
artistic embellishments are easily controlled. 
In personal beautifying, doubtless a 
prettily-dressed foot is quite asmuch noticed 
as any other part of the toilet. And especial- 
ly is this.the case during the summer seuson

ing envy or seeking admiration for 
beauty of hands, manicured nails, and 
costly gems. There is something very fasci- 
nating in fancy knitting, and then there is a 
great satisfaciion in,an industry so lucrative. 
A handsome pair of silk hose are well worth 
from $10 to $30, the value depending upon 
the amount of fancy work with which the 
hose may be decorated. Domestic-macde silk 
half-hose for gentiemen gives a pretty and 
exceedingly satisfactory . occupation for 
young girls and misses who take pleasure in 
giving their male relatives presents that are 
handsome and useful, and are also such 
positive evidences of industry and artistic 
taste. A silk-knitted smeking-cap can be 
richly designed, showing a rainbow of color 
effects. Dressy little silk sacques for babies 
are knitted or crocheted in colored cord, 
forming avery usetul and ornamental gar- 
ment. 
EMBROIDERY. 

Embroidery has become so fashionable 
that it is lavishly employed on some gar- 
ments. Now muchof this work is wrought 
at home, thereoy saving large sums of money, 
and still indulging in the preferred dress 
decoration of the season. A pocket-hand Ker- 
chief embroidered by a young lady only 
* brought out’”’ this winter — past could 
not be bought at one of our large stores for 
a cent less than $5v. A little girl of eleven 
summers has embroidered in colors within 
four months’ time a lawn tennis apron, a 
perfect poem of dainty conceptions in the in- 
termingling of blossoms, buds, and climbing 
plants, all soingeniously executed, and so 
exactly copied from nature, they appear to 
be only laid on the handkerchief, to be gath- 
ered up and to be putintoa vase of water. 
One of the richest pongee costumes that will 
be seen at Newport this summer Was ei- 
broidered during this spring by a wealthy 
society lady, noted for her charitable deeds 
to the worthy poor, who, however, does not 
believe in favoring both finery and idleness. 

ROOM DECORATIONS. 

For summer use in a country cottage gray- 
linea curtains with edge embroidery are or- 
namental and afford an admirable shade toa 
room exposed to the heat of ihe noo nday 
sun. A door-curtain formed of tarletan in 
ample foldsis picturesque, imparting an air 
of breezy coolness to the rooms. Edge the 
curtain with: tinted lace and hang a holland 
Shade of corresponding color, to be drawn 
down when seclusion is required; loop back 
the tarletan near the centre with ribbon 
bows.

Applique on 
green serge of maroon-tinted camel’s-hair 
cloth, a variety of quaint figures, not exactly 
grotesque, but selected with taste, and pre- 
senting in a pointed manner some sort of 
suggestion relating to music, both voeal and 
instrumental. Originality expressed in de- 
signing decorations for a pianv-cover is sure 
toawaken great satisfaction if artistically 
executed, and there must also given 
proper proportion, breadth, and repose to 
the work. The designs wrought on an 
organ-cover should harmonize with the gen- 
eral characteristics of this - instrument. 
There should be no crowded details in 
needlework, even when the pattern is large, 
and the article embellished presenting ample 
breadth for a decoration of liberal dimen- 
sions. In order to securea pleasing effect in 
hand-made home decorations be careful that 
detail is =e bg subordinate to the design; 
and above all be sure not to depart from 
truth when the designs are intended to be

Women in Tallor-Shops—"— en Who Out 
and WMiake Clothes for Ladies. 

[Philadelphia Letter.]|—‘* The Patriarchal 
Order of Adam,” by which Venerable name 
is known a Philadelphia iation of jour- 
neymen tailors, lately adopted a bill of prices 
for work on ladies’ garments and “ try-ons.” 
Any one might guess that charging for ‘‘try- 
ons” was meant to head off the “dude,’’ 
who must have his clothes made over a half 
dozen times before they are fit to: grace his 
dandy tigure, but the other point requires 
some elucidation. ‘A reporter asked a lead- 
ing merchant tallor why the tailors had 
adopted a-price list fer ladies’ work and was 
informed that the merchant tailors of Phila- 
delphia did so much work fpr feminine cus- 
tomers that it had become an absolute neces- 
sity. 

“Why has it never been found necessary 
before to make such a bill of prices ? Is this 
a new departure ?” 

“Yes, it’s comparitively of late origin. 
For many years we have been making a few 
ladies’ coats and jackets, but now we make 
whole suits; that is, all that appears to the 
observer. The great ‘boom’ is due to the 
Anglo-mania that is just now raging in fash- 
ionable society—the fashion that demands 
that anything to be stylish must be English. 
Why, if some of the old patriots who cele- 
brated independence from English rule in 
1785 could only see the eagerness with which 
their tashionable descendants strive to im- 
itate the manners and style of Engiand’s 
cockney cads they would turn uneasily in 
their graves.” 

‘** But the ladies,’’ inquired the newspaper 
man of the voluble and patriotic tailor, “do 
they aspire to be English swells, too ?”’ 

‘Yes: the dear creatures are as badly in- 
fatuated, if not worse, than the men. With 
the men it was only a change of cut, but 
with the ladies it is altering the system of 
making their clothes altogether. ‘The men 
very easily adjusted themselves to the new 
order of affairs; but the ladies had to take a 
higher step. When they began to wear the 
dresses and wraps made of heavy men’s 
goods, after the manner of their cousins 
across the water, they soon found out the 
fact that if they wanted to wear garments 
made of men’s cloth meu tailors would have 
to make them up. The ladies did not hesi- 
tate, but promptly accepted the alternative, 
and the lady’s tailor came into vogue. ‘They 
soon discovered that the very pretty, simple, 
and elegant jackets, habits, and draperies 
made of heavy cloths could not be made to 
perfection by their dressmakers, and rather 
than be out of the style they dropped the 
dressmaker. And, biess their hearts, we 
like to have them come. Women have 
neither the technical skill to deal effectively 
with heavy goods in their manufacture into 
ladies’ garments nor the physical strength to 
do the pressing, on which so much of the ele- 
gant shape and finished appearance of the 
tailor-made garment depends. The best suits 
of this sort made by women will not bear 
comparison with those constructed by a first- 
class tailor. The seams and edges do not 
present the same finished appearance and 
the work throughout is interior.”’ 

“But how about the measuring and fitting ? 
Do the ladies like that part of the business ?”’ 

“Do they like it? A lady who has the 
spirit of her kind will like anything for the 
sake of *the style.’ If there are those who 
don’t like it they say nothing aboutit; but 
the majority of them would rather deal with 
men than women. ‘They come and are 
measured and fitted by men, just as their 
husbands and brothers are. And why 
should’pt they ? A man might as well draw 
a tape measure about a liady’s waist or 
shoulders as around her foot. Oh, no; 1 
think if you were to ask them they would 
tell you they get better satisfaction from us 
than from the dressmakers.of their own sex. 
They have confidence in the judgment of the 
tailor and in his ability to caver to tbeir 
wants, and- very readily accept his ideas of 
taste and style as correct.”’ 

A realization of the proportions to which 
this new trade for the tailors has grown was 
given Dy a member of a Chestnut street firm 
of merchant tailors. He said it was destined 
to be avery lucrative®branch of the tailor- 
ing business and is constantly increasing, 
This firm has so much of this sort of work 
to do that it is opening a large escablishment 
adjoining the present store to be devoted to 
the ladies exclusively. This, one of the,pro- 
prietors says, the firm is compelled to do in 
itsown defense and to accommodate the 
trade, which has become a serious annoy- 
ance to reguilar.men customers, who object 
to having their lady friends flitting about the 
room while they, the men, are trying on their 
new clothes. The newstwre will be separate 
entirely from the old one, and when it is 
opened ladies will not be welcome in the 
place devoted to the men. ‘lhe-+gentlemen 
did not anticipate that this fact would keep 
any of the ladies from patronizing the new 
store, but he added that he would not have 
a woman employed about the place in any 
capacity whatever. They will havein that 
department all goods that are worn by men, 
but would not venture into fabrics especially 
feminine, such as silks and velvets. 

“Oh, no,” he said; “*female taste is two 
capricious, and we could not go into the in- 
tricacies of evening and ball dress. They 
belong to the province of the mantua-maker 
and not to that of the talior, whose strong 
pointis in the simple and elegant draperies 
and perfect fits. Hecan and does make rid- 
ing-habits that fit tighter than the skin, but 
would be entirely lost in the complicated 
frills, furbelows, and fuss of those garments 
made of the more pliable materials.” 

“To make a good ladies’ tailor requires all 
the usual training and a good deal more be- 
side. Before he aspires to cut for ladies he 
should thoroughly master the trade of 
cutting and making men’s clothing. Thenhe 
should work for three years on the 
making of ladies’ garments before he at- 
tempts to cut. This course of training is 
calculated to make first-class work: but it is 
entirely too exacting forthe ordinary Amer- 
ican,’’ continued the shop-man mentioed 
above, “consequently the best ladies’ tailors, 
and in fact nearly all good cutters, too, come 
from abroad. 

“Of course, men who gothrough such a 
course must be well paid, and this makes 
the product of their laber expensive. On a 
lady’s suit costing $150 the bill for wages 
would be fully $50. The best workmen must 
be employed or the peculiar advantage of 
having clothes made by this system would 
vanish. Nearly all the fashionable ladies 
now have the tailars do their work, thougha 
few buy their cloth from us and have it 
made up by women. ‘The ladies ot this class 
are very few, though.’’ 

An old journeyman was asked if the ladies 
were not very hard to please in the way of 
tits. ‘“‘No,” he said, “they are very agree- 
able and do not give much trouble.” 


Imperial Wedding Presents, 

The silver-wedding presents to the Crown 
Prince and Crown Princess of Germany are 
now for a short time on view in the Museum 
of Industry at Berlin. The exhibition com- 
prises only those presents possessing artistic 
or highly industrial value. Entering the 
hall, the bust of Queen Victoria, by Mr. 
Boehm, conspicuous for its realistic execu- 
tion, attracts the first notice. On the opposit 
side the bust of her daughter, the Crown 
Princess, by Reinhold Begas, of Berlin, 
crowned with a laurel wreath, forms thecen- 
tre of a splendid group of hot-house flowers 
and plants. Behind the bust of the Crown 
Princess is spread the enormous carpet pre- 
sented by the estates of the Prcevince of 
Silesia. Before the bust, on two large stands, 
the presents wrought of precious metals, the 
donors of which are the Emperor, the Em- 
press, and the relations of the Prince and 
Princess, have found place. The imperial pa- 
rents’ present. a tea-set consisting of tweive 
silver pieces gilt inside, of highly elaborate 
workmanship, after an old Chinese pattern, 
has beeh executed in Berlin. The Crown 
Prince surprised his consort with a beautiful 
tureen, manufactured in England in 1730. 
Of English make, with 1790 imprinted on it, 
is also the sugar-box presented by Lady 
Downe, and of a somewhat newer date the 
decanter, by the Marquis of Hertford. The 
Duke of Cambridge’s gifiis‘a golden sugar- 
box of Queen Charlotte of England, and 
Lord and Lady Ampthiil’s a rococo writing- 
case. A large silver-gilt cup, presented by 
Prince Alexander; a silver-gilt dish, witha 
view of the eastie of Altenburg engraved on 
it, the gift of the Duke and Duchess of 
Altenburg. 

The gift of the Kin of Itady is a table with 
views of Roman monuments and the capi- 
tolean she-wolf, beautifully wrought in 
mésaic. ‘he country ladies of the Province 
of Brandenburg presented six very costly 
seats, and fourteen towns af the Prussian 
monarchy a complete set of dining-room fur- 
niture—everything, of course, of > most 
costly description, iucluding a r service 


r ight of thé finest poreet ; 
se gs tm Rovdl Poreelain Manufactory, 


fourteen towns. 

Princess of Meiningen, and the Princesses 
Victoria, Sophie, and Margaret have pre- 
sented bronze statuets executed after 
medizval masters. The officers of the court 
have presented a splendid concert piano- 
forte by Bechstein, gorgeously decorated 
with gold, and painted by Ewald and Hertel. 
Of the Berliu artists A. von Werner has pre- 
sented a painting in water-colors, ** The Bap- 
tism of Prince Frederic William ”’ (the Crown 
Prinee), and E. Horner, the celebrated land- 
scape painter in water-colors, ** Jerusalem 
as seen from the Crown Prince’s residence, 
when there on a visit in 1869.” Gustav Rich- 
ter’s water-color painting represents the 
triumphal entry of the Emperor, the Crown 
Prince, and the German Generals after the 
French war, and a sketch by Bleibtreu,,. 
“The Crown Prince with. his staff recon- 
noitering befvore Paris, near the Village of 
Garches, on the 19th of January, 1871.” The 
Duke and Duchess of Anhalt’s gift is a por- 
trait in oil of the “Great Elector,” painted 
by a contemporary Duteh master, and the 
Comte _gnd Comtess de Flandres a copy of 
Rubens’ “ Jacqueline de Cordes” in the Mu- 
seum of Brussels. A very fine oil-painting 
is the “Lago Maggiore,” by Arthur Lutte- 
roth, a Hamburg painter of reputation. A 
massive, beautifully carved oaken bench is 
presented by the Germanie Museum at Nu- 
remberg. Maj, von Kessei has presented two 
works of art, modeled by him and cast in 
zine. The Grand Duke of Hesse’s gift is a 
sideboard of the eighteenth century, with 
curiously-wrought ivory ornaments. The 
ex-Minister, Dr. Friedenthal, who owns a 
terra-cotta manufactory, presented two Mo- 
losse dogs, life-size, in terra-cotta. Two 
statuetS in Hronze, representing a grenadier 
of the Silesian Regiment No. 11, with the 
bayonet, anda dragoon of Regiment No. 8 
in shooting posture, with his earbine, mod- 
eled by the Crown Princess, have been cast 
in bronze and presented by the officers of the 
two regiments, of which the Crown Princeis 
honorary Colonel. Theactress Frau Fried- 
Biumauer presented a carved and gilded cas- 
set. On the right-hand side the numerous 
addresses of corporations, ete.. have been 
collected, before which on a high pedestal ts 
a bronze bust of a Piedmontese Prince, by 
Giovanni Bologna, a gift of the King of 
Italy. A sideboard and a terra-cotta group, 
representing Princess William with her first- 
born, modeled by the seu!lptor Roemer, is a 
present of Count Pourtales. A chronicle of 
the Town of Constanz has been written by 
the officers of the Regiment No. 114 in very 
successful imitation of the medieval style, 
and the heavy leather binding of the book is 
a true copy of that turned out in Gutten- 
burg’s time. 


Marriage of a French Actress Who Shot 
Her Lover. 

‘(Paris Letter.]|—The strange marriage of 
Mademoiselle Marie Biere bids fair to be 
more than a nine days’ wonderin the French 
Capital, where sensational events areso com- 
mon and so easily forgotten. You may have 
heard of Marie Biere. She was an actress of 
ordinary ability who gained an Euxgopean 
notoriety, not on account of her success be- 
fore the footlights, but owimg te her arrest 
and trial charged with the attempted murder 
of a young man with whom she had until a 
few weeks before lived on amicable terms. 
After the jury had brought in a verdict of 
not guilty Marie Biere attempted to regain 
her lost prestige on the stage, but in this she 
was only partially successful, for she was 
hissed off the stage at Bordeaux, where mas- 
culine women are disliked; refused by Bras- 
seur atthe ** Nouveautes” Theatre; received 
without enthusiasm at the “ Bouffes”; and 
with reticence at the “ Folies Dramatiques.” 
Today, however, she avenges herself signal 
ly on the coldness of the French people, and 
has determined to deprive France of the sun- 
shine of her presence. 

Several gentlemen of different nationali- 
ties, who thought her a heroine for bravin 
public opinion and avenging the rights v 
women with a revolver, went so far as to 
make overtures of marriage to her. Most of 
these, however, she laid aside as worth no 
attention whatever, but, among others, she 
received a letter from. a _perfeet stranger, 
signed Prince Boudesko, a Moldo-Wallachian 
grandee, begging Marie Biere to crown his 
happiness and surrender unto him the hand 
that had lately wielded the revolver. This 
she also refused at first, arguing that it 
was impossible for a man, or even. a Prince 
to fall in love with a woman whom he had 
never seen. 

lt does not seem to have occurred to her 
that the notoriety of her trial had accoin- 
plished more than her beauty. Marie Biere 
took no more notice of the proposal until a 
dainty card was tendered to her afew days 
ago by her maid, bearmng the name 
of Prince Boudesko. The gentleman 
was admitted to her boudoir, and at 
once told the actress that his pro- 
posal was_ sincere. He had actually 
started from Bucharest and reached tne lit- 
tle house owned by Marie Biere, in the Rne : 
du Rocher, determined not to leave until he 
had secured her consentto share his prince 
ly name and fortune. A man must be 
courageous to have a wife whose hands were 
stained with blood, but such a fool seems to 
have been found in this Bulgarian. Mlle. 
Biere consented to marry him and the cere- 
mony was duly performed yesterday in the 
littte Russian echureh of tbe Rue Dara, 
which was appropriately decorated in houor 
of the happy couple. ‘They took the train 
for Bucharest, where the newly-made Prin- 
cess intends to reside under the venerable 
and respectable wing of her mother-in-law. 
There are in France two schools for aveng- 
ing social wrong-doing—punishing a rival 
by the use of vitrol, which school was intro- 
duced into France by the Veuve Gras, and 
shooting the prime author of the offense, so 
successfully accomplished by Mlle. Biere, 
now Prineess Boudesko. Both schools are 
sufliciently reprebensible,
